American helicopters drew 
machinegun fire from an oil plat- 
form and some unidentified 
small boats in foe central Gulf 
early today, US officials said. 
The aircraft took “evasive 
action" and did not return foe 
fire, they said. 

The incident occurred some 25 
hours after a US warship, on

own a barrage of gunfire at two 
radar contacts believed to be 
Iranian speedboats moving, 
toward one of foe Navy’s off- 
shore supply barges. 

The two shooting encounters 
came amid one of the longest 
sustained periods of quiet since 
foe Gulfs so-called "tanker war” 
began four years ago. There have 
been no reported attacks on ship- 
ping by either- Iraq or Iran since 
Feb 12. 

Declined 

US officials declined to iden- 
tify the oil platform involved in 
today's incident other than to say 
it was “in the central Gulf.” They 
said, however, that it was not the 
Rostam platform, the target of 
shelling bv US destroyers last 
October in a retaliatory raid for 
an Iranian missile strike that hit 
the US-flagged tanker Sea Isle 
City at Kuwait. 

Reporters jn a Pentagon news 
media pool aboard the US mis- 
sile frigate Simpson quoted foe 
skipper, Cmdr. James McTigue, 
as saying the helicopters were on ■ 
"routine reconnaissance” over 
the Gulf when -the firing 
occurred..

McTigue said the helicopters, 
which were flying ahead of the 
northbound Simpson and under 
its operational control,' look 
“evasive action” during the 
three-minute incident and did 
not return fire. 

He identified one helicopter as 
an SH-60B Seaha wk. a so-called 
“Lamps” craft based aboard 
warships.

“Final status talks will start 
before foe transitional period 
begins. The transitional period 
will begin three months after foe 
conclusion of foe transitional 
agreement and will last for three 
years. The United States win par- 
ticipate in both negotiations and 
will promote their rapid con- 
clusion. In particular, the United 
States will submit a draft 
agreement' for foe parties’ con- 
sideration at foe outset of foe 
negotiations on transitional 
arrangements. 

“Two weeks before the open- 
ing of negotiations, an intec- 
national conference will be held. 
The secretary-general of foe 
United Nations will be asked to 
issue invitations to the parties 
involved in the Arab-Israeli con- 
flict and foe five permanent.

Iraq, Iran

BAGHDAD. March 6, (Agen- 
cies): Iraq fired more missiles 
into Tehran today in one of the 
most concentrated barrages of its 
week-old rocket war with Iran. 

A military spokesman repor- 
ted five missiles had been laun- 
ched at the Iranian capital and 
said Iraqi jets bombed targets in 
12 other Iranian towns and cities. 
He said the air raids caused wide- 
spread destruction but gave no 

Iraq has now reported launch- 
ing 38 missiles at Tehran since foe 
two countries, at war since Sep- 
tember 1980. resumed air and 
missile attacks on cities on 
February 27. 

Assaults 

The spokesman said Iraq 
would maintain its assaults “so 
long as Iran insists on rejecting 
foe UN Security Council resolu- 
tion ordering a ceasefire in foe 
Gulf war and continues to bom- 
bard Iraqi cities". 

A communique described foe 
raids as “pan of foe devastating 
operations in retaliation for 
Iranian crimes against our cities 
and people”. 

A spokesman said earlier that 
an unspecified number of Iraqis 
were killed or wounded in an 
Iranian missile attack on Bagh- 
dad, in an air raid on the north- 
ern town of Arbil and in shelling 
of the city of Basra and several 
border towns. . 

Iran said it launched two mis- 
siles into Baghdad and four into 
other Iraqi cities, including 
Basra in foe south, while Iranian 
warplanes bombed four cities or

Injured 

They said another Palestinian 
was injured by Army gun fi redw- 
ing violent protests in foe village. 

The killings raised the unof- 
ficial death toll to at least 86 
Palestinians since the start of an 
anti-Israeli uprising 1 2 weeks ago 
in foe West Bank and occupied 
Gaza Strip. 

At a military court in Jaffa, an 
Army captain and two soldiers 
were charged with brutality for 
beating two handcuffed Palestin- 
ians. They were arrested last 
month after a US television crew 
filmed them kicking their prison- 
ers and pounding them with 
rocks. 

The film, seen by television 
viewers worldwide, prompted 
fresh criticism of Israel's han- 
dling of foe uprising. Military 
sources said two other soldiers 
were released pending disciplin- 
ary hearings.

Pakistan delays decision 
on Afghan peace accord 


ISLAMABAD, March 6, 
(Reuter): Pakistan sent its 
negotiator back to Geneva today 
to resume talks on the Afghan 
conflict but withheld a decision 
on signing a proposed peace 
accord. 

The UN-mediated indirect 
talks between Pakistan and the 
Soviet-backed Afghan govern- 
ment are to resume tomorrow' 
after a two-day recess, during 
which the Pakistan government 
consulted leading opposition 
politicians. ... 

A statement after the two-day 
conference at Rawalpindi near 
Islamabad quoted Prime Mini- 
ster Mohammad Khan Junejo as 
saying he would decide what to 
do in foe “national interest." 

A Junejo aide promised an 
early decision but there was no 
official word when it would be 
made. 

Briefing 

Minister of State for Foreign 
Affairs Zain Noorani left (or 
Geneva via Moscow after brief- 
ing foe conference about the 
talks, where he leads foe Pakistan 
delegation. 

Before leaving, he parried 
reporters who asked whether he 
would meet any Soviet official on 
the way. “I am going to Geneva, 
that’s all,” he said. 

He also declined to speak to 
reporters about foe latest posi- 
tion of Pakistan, which wants a 


neutral transitional government 
in Afghanistan before signing 
any accord. 

But Abdul Sattar, Secretary of 
Foreign Ministry hinted today 
that Pakistan might sign an 
accord with Afghanistan on a 
Soviet troop withdrawal before 
the establishment of an interim 
government in Kabul. 

Sattar. in an interview given to 
London weekend television said 
this was not a shift in Pakistan's 
policy after a first round of UN- 
mediated talks in Geneva aimed 
at ending foe nine-year Afghan 
conflicL 

Offered 

“The (Geneva) dialogue is 
continuing and foe decision has 
to be made, ruling Pakistan 
Muslim League Party Secretary 
General Iqbal Ahmad Khan told 
reporters. 

Moscow has offered to with- 
draw an estimated 1 15,000 Soviet 
troops from Afghanistan within 
nine months if the settlement is 
signed by March 15. 

Most of the 19 party leaders 
invited to the conference advised 
foe government not to delay sign- 
ing. The conference statement, 
said Junejo assured them their 
views would be carefully con- 
sidered and vetted before his 
government took a “final 
decision on this very vital 
national issue." 

The strongest plea for an early 


settlement came from main 
opposition figure Benazir 
Bhutto, who said withdrawal of 
Soviet troops was the first 
priority. 

Benazir, whose Pakistan Peo- 
ple's Party is the main force in foe 
nine-party Movement for foe 
Restoration of Democracy 
(MRD), said it was not for out- 
siders to decide foe nature or 
complexion of an Afghan gover- 
nment. 

She said if a deal between'the 
superpowers “leads to the set- 
tlement of the Afghan issue then 
we welcome it.” The United 
States and foe Soviet Union have - 
both agreed to guarantee a set- 
tlement. 

Nearly complete agreement 
has already been reached at the 
six-year-old Geneva talks 
through UN mediator Diego 
Cordovez. 

Afghan Foreign Minister 
Abdul Wakil said in Geneva on 
Thursday: “From our side foe 
agreement could be considered 
finalised." 

Pakistan plays host to about 
three million of the Afghan 
refugees and most of the Wes- 
tern-backed guerrilla groups 
fighting the Kabul government 

An alliance of six main Pakis- 
tan-based guerrilla parties have 
rejected Kabul’s invitation to 
join a coalition with President 
Najibullah's ruling People's 
Democratic Party.

US seeks 
Chinese pledge 
on Silkworms 

WASHINGTON. March 6. 
(AP): The United States will con- 
sider lifting a trade sanction 
against China if a high level 
envoy provides firm assurances 
this week that the Chinese will 
not send Silkworm missiles to 
Iran, a senior US official said. 

It will be a key issue when 
China’s Foreign Minister Wu 
Xueqian meets President 
Reagan and Secretary of State 
George Shultz tomorrow and on 
Tuesday, during the Chinese 
official's first visit to Washing- 
ton in four years. 

Last October, after Chinese- 
built Silkworm missiles fired by 
Iran hit two ships in foe Gulf, the 
United States announced a hall 
in a decade-old processof liberal- 
ising the types ofhigh technology 
American companies could sell 
to China. 

Since then. China has said it 
has halted its participation in 
sales of Silkworms to Iran, and 
the US official, speaking on con- 
dition of anonymity, said "our 
information is that they've been 
living up to that.”

COLOMBO, March 6. (AP): 
Tamil militants killed two Indian 
soldiers in an ambush in north- 
ern Sri Lanka and captured three 
others today, Sri Lankan 
military officials said. 

The officials, who briefed 
reporters on condition of anon- 
ymity. said the attack by foe 
Liberation Tigers of Tamil 
Eelam occurred near foe town of 
Vavuniya, 215 kilometres (130 
miles) northeast of Colombo. 

The soldiers were travelling in 
a jeep to a nearby camp when 
they were attacked, foe officials 
said. 

India’s state-run radio said 
that a search had been mounted. 

On Saturday. 26 villagers died 
when their truck hit a land mine 
apparently planted by Tamil 
rebels. Most of the victims were 
members of the island's majority 
Sinhalese community. 

Three other victims of the blast 
were reported in critical condi- 
tion in Sri Lankan hospitals 
today.

Securilymen. rushing to the 
scene, attempted to persuade 
him to surrender. Efforts contin- 
ued throughout the night, but 
Farraj refused to give up and 
fired at random. 

The source said Farraj had 
not presented any demands nor 
explained the reason for his 
behaviour. Securilymen have his 
house surrounded and are 
attempting to deal quietly with 
Farraj in order not to risk foe 
lives of foe children and other 
family members. 

Farraj continues to refuse to

. or to speak to anyone.

Each copy of yesterday's edi- 
tion, which arrived in Ban- 
gladesh a day late, had foe page 
two item scored out in black ink. 
Some were still legible, however. 

Marked 

Parliamentary elections last 
Thursday, which the ruling 
. Jatiya Party won by an overw hel- 
ming majority, were marked by 
widespread allegations qf vote- 
rigging and violence. 

Jatiya Party has won more 
than three-fourths of foe seats in 
parliamentary elections marred, 
by bloodshed and charges of vote 
fraud. 

Results from 279 constituen- 
cies gave Jatiya 238 seats, foe 
Election Commission said 
today. 

After the polls closed. Home 
Minister Abdul Matin told a 
news conference that Banglade- 
shi reporters were free to write 
about what they had seen as long 
as they were objective. 

But journalists, claiming their 
papers had received closure 
threats, went on strike on Friday 
in protest against what they said 
were curbs on reporting election 
violence.

Nasser’s son 


CAIRO, March 6, (Reuter): The 
son of the late Egyptian 
President Gamal Abdel Nasser 
said in remarks published today 
he would return from self-exile to 
face trial for attacks on Israeli 
and US officials. 

“My derision to return is final. 
It is not reasonable for me to 
spend the rest of my life away 
from Egypt,” Khaled Abdel 
Nasser. 38, was quoted as saying 
in an interview with Cairo's Sawt 
AI Arab weekly. 

Advised 

Nasser, now in Belgrade, said 
Egyptian lawyers had advised 
him todelay his return until hear- 
ings Started. 

No date has been set for the 
start of the trial. Prosecutors are 
seeking death sentences for Nas- 
ser and 10 others accused of res- 
ponsibility for killing two Israeli 
diplomats, wounding another 
and trying to kill two US 
embassy security officials since 
May 1984. 

In another interview with a 
Kuwaiti newspaper. Nasser said 
he considered the charges against 
him an honour. 

“I don't find any real charge 
able to discredit me or any of the 
accused ... all of the charges 
against me or others, if they are 
correct, are an honour to any 
sincere Egyptian,” he said. 

Nasser, accused of criminal 
complicity and financing a group 
called “Egypt's Revolution”, 
dismissed suggestions that 
attacks by the clandestine group 
could-fce dubbed terrorist. 
Terrorism 

“1 am against terrorism 
because the bullets of terrorism 
have no targets,” he told Sawt AI 
Arab in his first interview publi- 
shed in Egypt. 

He said he had rejected offers 
of sanctuary by several Arab 
leaders, including Libya’s 
Muammar Khaddafi. 

“I have not, and will never, 
seek political asylum. My only 
sanctuary is Egypt,” he said. 

His father, who led the 1952 
revolution which toppled 
Egypt's monarchy and ruled 
until he died in 1970, was revered 
throughout the Arab world as a 
nationalist leader.

Hurled 


The demonstrations erupted 
after the monk's arrest in mid- 
morning and thousands of 
Tibetans attacked cars and threw 
stones at buildings. Police res- 
ponded with tear gas during 
daylight but after dark gunfire 
was heard, the sources said. 

The offical C hina News 
Service said Buddhist monks 


hurled stone slabs from a monas- 
tery roof to smash vans from 
Tibet's television station, whose 
crews were filming the final 
ceremonies of the region's big- 
gest Buddhist festival. 

The agency, which made no 
mention of deaths, said smoke 
billowed from the square in cen- 
tral Lhasa and a photograph 
published in Hong Kong news- 
papers today showed helmeted 
firemen apparently fighting the 
fire. 

At least six people were killed 
in Tibet last October in protests 
against rule by Beijing, which 
sent in troops in 1950 and ended 
government by a theocratic Bud- 
dhist elite. 

The sources said Lhasa was 
calm today and that a plane due 
to leave for Beijing this morning 
was still in Lhasa. 

Officials at Beijing airport said 


the plane was delayed due to bad 
weather in Chengdu, capital of 
Sichuan province, where it stops 
en route to Beijing. Residents of 
Chengdu said the weather there 
was normal.

“They are not working. It is 
hard to say when they will be 
working.

Peking’s main official news 
agency, the New China News 
Agency, reported yesterday that 
“a number of agitators, against 
the wishes of the local residents 
and lamas (monks), shouted 
reactionary slogans and attacked 
a police station and the office of 
the Tibetan branch of the Buddh- 
ist association bearing up police 
and destroying vehicles.” 

The People’s Daily today 


carried a brief account of the 
’ latest unrest on its back page, 
saying the situation was soon 
brou gh t under control. 

It said more than 20,000 peo- 
ple took part in the final 
ceremonies of the Buddhist fesr 
rival, which proceeded as plan- 
ned yesterday afternoon. 

In New Delhi, the Tibetan 
Youth Congress issued a 
statement today saying that “the 
demonstration was inevitable” 
in Lhasa because of continuing 
Chinese repression of the 
Tibetans. 

The group called on the United 
Nations to send a fact-finding 
mission to Lhasa and for world 
support for Tibetan indepen- 
dence. The Youth Congress is 
affiliated with the Dalai lama, 
the Tibetans spiritual leader who 
has lived in exile in India since 
1959. 


Confirm 


Nasser, who taught engineer- 
ing at Cairo University, said he 
could not confirm reports in the 
Cairo press that the United 
States was pressing Yugoslavia 
to hand him over to Egypt. 

He said he was not seeking 
power or leadership and had no 
hard feelings against the Egyp- 
tian government. 

“Leadership is not a property 
to inherit, sell or buy. I have not, 
for one moment, had any 
illusions about deserving leader- 
ship. 


Libyan and 
Saudi experts 
to examine 
four MiGs 


CAIRO, March 6, (UPI): A 
group of Libyan and Saudi 
Arabian technicians arrived 
today aboard a special Libyan 
plane to examine four Libyan 
MiG 23 jetfighters that landed 
last week at an airfield in Egypt's 
western desert. 

President Hosni Mubarak 
said yesterday the inspection is 
necessary to determine if the war- 
planes are airworthy before they 
are allowed to return to Libya. 

Mubarak responded to a 
mediation effort by Saudi 
Arabia's King Fahd and agreed 
to return the Soviet-built fighters 
after, he said, Egypt determined 
they had “no aggressive inten- 
tions.'' 

The four MiGs landed at an 
Egyptian airfield near the Libyan 
border last Tuesday because, a 
Libyan statement said, they were 
running low on fuel in bad 
weather conditions. 

The Libyan news agency Jana 
said on Thursday the warplanes 
were on their way back home. 
But Mubarak disclosed yester- 
day the planes were still in Egypt, 
waiting for the technical inspec- 
tion which he described as the 
“usual procedure in thosecases.”

COLUMBIA, S.C, March 6, 
(Reuter): Campaign strategists 
for Vice-President; George Bush 
said today his decisive triumph in 
the' Sbuih'Cafplm^ pip&aty fa; a 
sign of things to come in the 
March 8 “Super Tuesday” vot- 
ing. 

“South Carolina is the gat- 
eway to Super Tuesday. This fa 
just what we needed,” Bush cam- 
paign manager Lee Atwater told 
reporters after the Vice- 
President crushed Senate min- 
ority leader Robert Dole and for- 
mer evangelist Pat Robertson. 

Bush won 48 per cent of the 
votes in the hotly^contested race, 
compared to 21 percent for Dole 
and 19 per cent for Robertson. 
New York congressman Jack 
Kemp, who seems to be on the 
verge of quilting the race, had 1 2 
percent.

Robertson told disappointed 
supporters.

Robertson had hoped to pick 
up mainstream conservatives in 
addition to his core supporters 
among evangelical Christians. 

But television pollsshowed the 
former preacher was badly hurt 
by a series of controversial 
-statements including an unsub- 
stantiated claim that the Soviet 
•Union had placed nuclear mis- 
siles in Cuba. 

In addition, NBC said Robert- 
son won only 30 per cent of the 
voters who identified themselves 
as “bom again" Christians. 

The South Carolina voting 


was a Republican-only affair and 
party members turned out in 
record numbers. About 200,000 
votes were cast, easily surpassing 
the previous high of 145,000 in 
the 1980 Republican primary. 

Wyoming held the only 
Democratic voting yesterday 
and Tennessee Senator Albert 
Gore eked out a narrow 28-to-27 
per cent win over Massachusetts 
Governor Michael Dukakis for 
the state's 18 national conven- 
tion delegates. 

Missouri congressman 
Richard Gephardt had 23 per 
cent. 

Dukakis and civil rights activ- 
ist Jesse Jackson are expected to 
win the biggest number of 
Democratic delegates on Super 
Tuesday. Gephardt, who won 
early tests in Iowa and South 
Dakota, and Gore are expected 
to battle for third place. 

Polls show Dukakis leading in 
Florida and Texas, which by 
themselves account for nearly a 
quarter of the delegates available 
on Tuesday. Dukakis is expected 
to win inhis homestateofMassa- 
chusetts, Rhode Island, and 
Washington. 

Jackson is counting on the 
solid support of his fellow blacks, 
who account for about one-third 
of the Democratic voters in the 
south, to give him victories in 
several states.

Aquino plans 
Saudi trip to gain 


Islamic support 


MANILA, March 6, (Reuter): 
Philippine President Corazon 
Aquino is reportedly planning a 
mid-year visit to Saudi Arabia to 
woo support from the Islamic 
world for her government, which 
is facing threats of a renewed 
Muslim separatist war. 

The respected Manila Chroni- 
cle newspaper quoted the Philip- 
pine Ambassador to Washing- 
ton, Emmanuel Pelaez, today as 
saying Aquino might visit Jed- 
dah after addressing an Inter- 
national Labour Organisation 
meeting in Geneva in June. 

Pelaez was Aquino's chief 
negotiator in autonomy talks 
with Muslim separatists until he 
was named Washington envoy 
late last year. He has remained 
her close adviser on Muslim 
affairs. 

Moves 

Presidential Press Secretary 
Teodoro Benigno said today he 
could not confirm or deny the 
report. 

The report followed moves by 
the Moro National Liberation 
Front to gain membership of the 
46-nation Organisation of 
Islamic Conference to streng- 
then its campaign for a separate 
Muslim homeland in die south- 
ern Philippine island of Min- 
danao. 

Rebel spokesmen have said 
Saudi Arabia backed the front's 
bid for OIC membership, which, 
would give it the status of a vir- 
tual government in exile. 

Manila says it fa confident the 
OIC will reject the rebels' bid 
when it meets in Jordan later this 
month. But it has also expressed 
fears that OIC approval might 


rekindle a dormant 15-year-old 
secessionist war that killed more 
than 50,000 people in the 1 970s. 

In the Philippines' other war, 
troops today launched air and 
ground operations against com- 
munist rebels who kidnaped 
seven troopers in the northern 
province of I locos Norte. 

Abducted 

Army reports said the 
guer rillas abducted four soldiers 
from a passenger bus on Friday 
and took three others hostage in 
an attack on a jeep-load of 
troopers sent to pursue them. 

Three soldiers were killed in a 
mistaken encounter with 
another military unit in Cagayan 
province, also in the North, on 
Friday, the Philippine news 
agency reported. It said the two 
units thought the other was a 
rebel group. 

Japanese Red Army 
extremists have entered the 
Philippines and armed commun- 
ist rebels to carry out assassina- 
tion and sabotage, Manila’s 
immigration chief says. 

Syndicate 

Immigration Commissioner 
Miriam Defensor Santiago said 
members of the Red Army and 
Bouryuku-Daa, a Japanese 
criminal syndicate, entered 
through Cebu airport posing as 
tourists or businessmen. 

Santiago's disclosure, in a 
speech to acivic group on Friday, 
was published in the Philippine 
Starweek newspaper today.

Lebanon has been hostage since 
1975.” 

The President said he had cer- 
-tin secrets that he could not 
reveal, but added: “We are well 
informed about the hostages and 
we are in the process of helping a 
lot toward a happy ending. 

“Everything leads us to believe 
that we can bopefor an outcome, 
if not a global outcome, at least a 
partial outcome to the problem.” 

Asked by the interviewer if all 
of the three French hostages were 
still alive, Gemayel said he would 
not answer the question.

SOMETIMES it's easy to take 
certain things for granted, par- 
ticularly in a country like 
Kuwait where people, myself 
included^, just love to grumble. 
So to help Tedress the balance 
maybe it’s a good idea to take a 
closer look gt some of the ben- 
efits ofliviiigjiere. 

. I'd like to concentrate on the 
incredible range of welfare ben- 
efits, not a few of which are 
available to expatriates as well 
as Kuwaitis, which go to make 
Kuwait surely the most gen- 
erous stale in the world. It’s 
. easy to take them for granted, 
but when you actually slop and 
takeslock of them all it is hard 
lo avoid the conclusion that life 
here is pretty good 

Take health care, for exam- 
ple. Kuwait has a great many 
brand new. superbly equipped 
hospitals, stalled by medical 
experts from all over the world 
from Swedish surgeons to 
Filipina nurses. Medical care is 
completely free Cor both 
Kuwaitis and expatriates, 
moreover, if the patieni cannot 
be treated adequately in 
Kuwait; the government will 
pay for them to be treated 
abroad.. This facility is also 
available lo expatriates who 
have lived here for more than 
seven years and also includes 
travelling and hotel expenses 
for a relative to accompany the 
patient. 

This isgenerous by anyone s 
standards, but what makes, it 
more umaring is ilial nobodv 
has to pay a single II in health 
insurance or other contribu- 
tions. The entire service is

totally and utterly free. In this 
respect there are plenty of us 
who tend io the belief that 
freedom from taxation is one of 
the best types of freedom there 
is! 

For K uwaiiis. the list of wel- 
fare and social benefits is 
almost endless. Kuwait’s hous- 
ing policy is a classic example. 
Every Kuwaiti head of house- 
hold "is entitled to a government 
house, or a plot of land and a 
cash grant ofno less than 54.000 
dinars with which to build the 
house of his dreams. 

Over the past decade many 
enormous housing&tates. each 
one amounting to a suburb, 
have been built around the city. 
They come complete with all 
necessary facilities and amen- 
ities; a clinic, fire and police 
stations, public gardens and 
playgrounds, schools, a co- 
operative supermarket. utilities 

like water, sewage and elec- 
tricity. The houses themselves 


are bpucious and handsome 
dwellings. The ones I have 
visited have four bedrooms, 
two bathrooms, a lounge, din- 
ing room, kitchen and diwania 
all soundly constructed and 
attractive to the eye. 

Option 

Middle - income Kuw aitis 
have the option of choosing to 
take a plot of land and a cash 
grant to build their own dream 
house. They buy the land from 
the government at only 25 per 
cent of its true market value. If 
they cannot even afford this 
much, then cheap loans are 
available to enable them to 
raise the necessary capital. The 
cash grant of 54,000 dinars 
(almost 200,000 US dollars) is 
more than enough to enable the 
lucky recipient to build a superb 
house to nis own design. 

The repayment period for the 
loans of ten years means that 
the occupants never really have 
to repay anything like the sum

Indeed, the government has | 
completely cancelled these , 
debts on more than one 
occasion to celebrate a special 
event, such as the accession of 1 
the present Amir in 1978. When < 
this happens it means that the i 
proud householder gets a house 
at a tiny fraction of its real 
value. 

One of the traditions of 
modem Kuwait is the regular 
lottery that is held to distribute 
new houses or building plots 
when they become available. 
All the people at the top of the 
housing list are invited to some 
large community hall where the 
National Housing Authority 
sets up a large map, of the hous- 
ing project with each house, or 
plot clearly numbered. The par- 
ticipants are each given a num- 
ber and these numbers are then 
drawn rather like a huge bingo 
game where everyone is a win- 
ner. When your number is 
called, you simply step up to the 
map and choose where you 
want to live. This neatly avoids 
any arguments about whether 
one house is in a better position 
than another. Also, the houses 
on any given estate are usually 
built in four or five different 
styles, so if some styles a re more 
popular than others at least 
everyone has a chance of get- 
ting the style they prefer. 

Again, it must be remem- 
bered that all of Lhis largesse is 
paid for by the state of Kuwait 
without the citizens having to 
contribute anything by way of 
taxes. Kuwait's oil revenues are 
thus distributed for the widest 
possible benefit of the popula- , 
tion as a whole.

Easy payment of electricity 
and water bills under study 


; HOMOUD Al Rqobah. 
Kuwait's Minister of Electricity 
and Water, said .hat HH the 
Amir and HH the Crown Prince 
and Prime Minister have issued 
instructions lo study all possible 
ways of providing-easy payment 
of electricity and" water bills for 
citizens and expatriates and to 
install electric and water lines in 
all areas. 

The minister said that he is 
studying 10 projects to develop 
I the structure and function of the 
[ ministry. He said that there 
| would be no reduction in elec- 
tricity charges, explaining that 
each kilowatt of powergenerated 
in Kuwait cosLs the government 
1 20 fils, while the ministry charges 
. only 2 fils. He added that elec- 
[ tricity charges for chalets was 
i now being studied and would 
possibly be reduced in the future. 


Speaking about the rusty 
colour of the drinking water in 
Kuwait, Al Rqobah said treat- 
ment involves three major steps. 
The first step is to add harmless 
chemicals to the water. The 
second is to replace the present 
network of water pipes with rust- 
free pipes. And the third step will 
be for consumers to replace water 
tanks with new ones or to clean 
the old ones. He commented that 
these steps should permanently 
solve this problem. 

Al Rqobah said that an inter- 
national consulting company is 
studying the feasibility of a 
project to get fresh water from 
Iraq to Kuwait. The GCC power 
link project will be implemented 
soon, he said, adding that the 
possibility of using nuclear reac- 
tors to generate electrical power 
in Kuwait had been ruled 
out. 


Fishermen seek protection 


YOUSEF Al Jassar,the deputy 
chairman of the Fishermen s 
Diwaniya in Salmiya, requested 
Kuwait's Public Authority for 
Agriculture and Fish Resources 
to protect the interests of fisher- 
men. He added that present 
regulations placed obstacles in 
the way of fishermen earning 
their livelihood. 

Al Jassar cited the example of 
the law that prohibits fishing 
within three miles of Kuwait’s 
coast. He said the law was issued 
to protect the breeding of shrimp 
but the authority .prevents any 
fishing in the three mile area. He 
explained that fishermen can 
protect shrimp by using nets with 
larger holes and still be able to 
take fish. 

The authority should recon- 
sider these regulations and have 
experts look at ways to protect 


both the rights of fishermen and 
marine life, he said. He added 
that the authority should also 
show more concern in increasing 
the local fish resources and 
should supply Kuwaiti fisher- 
men with needed equipment and 
materials.

Artificial 

impregnation 

programme 


THE Animal Health Depart- 
ment at the Public Authority for 
Agriculture Affairs and Fish 
Resources is organising a scien- 
tific and refreshing programme 
in the field of venereal and 
artificial impregnation. 

The programme, organised in 
cooperation with the Food and 
Agriculture Organisation 
(FAO)’s regional project for 
animal health and production in 
the Middle and Far East, is held 
during the period of March 1 
until April 14. 

A number of veterinarians, 
animal observers, agriculture 
engineers and experts are par- 
ticipating in this programme. 

The programme is designating 
training courses for workers in 
the field of venereal and artificial 
impregnation. 

The programme started its 
working agenda with two 
groups, the first from March 1 till 
24 which comprised veterin- 
arians from animat health depar- 
tment and workers from private 
sectors, the second from March 
26 till April 14 which will compr- 
ise agriculture, engineers and 
technicians from private sectors. 


Psychiatric Hospital concerned 
with treatment of drug addicts 


KUWAIT’S Psychiatric Hosp- 
ital is plagued with many 
problems, but one particular 
concern to the hospital adminis- 
trators and personnel is the treat- 
ment of drug addicts. 

In an interview with a Kuwaiti 
daily, the Director Genera l of the 
hospital Dr Ibrahim Maarouf 
said that most of the patients 
admitted to the hospital were 
addicts. He explained that the 
hospital staff made every possi- 
ble effort to keep drugs from 
these patients, but they were 
somehow able to procure them. 
Drugs are smuggled in to patients 
in food, juice, soap, videos and a 
number of other ways, Maarouf 
said. He added that although the 
administration .had prohibited 
visitors access to patients addic- 
ted to drugs, the drugs slQl man- 
aged to reach them. 

Family’s role 

Dr Maarouf maintained that 
addiction problems were the res- 
ponsibility of the Ministries of 
Interior, Education, Social 
Affairs and Labour and Awqaf 
and Islamic Affairs. He did not 
see it as a problem that should be 
the responsibility of the Psy- 
chiatric Hospital and the Minis- 
try of Public Health. 


Other hospital patients w w >re 
relatively easy to handle and 
caused no problems, he said. 

Other members of the hospital 
staff indicated the importance of 
the family's role in the patient’s 
treatment and in being admitted . 
Dr .Hatem Al Sharief said that 
most of the mental disorders 
were due to social and family 
problems in addition .to 
emotional pressures. 

Communication 
Patients admitted to the hosp- 
ital stay for periods ranging from 
three months to twenty years. 
Some patients with chronic men- 
tal disorders have no contact 
with their families for extended 
periods of time. Dr. Saleh. Al 
Hdw^ra^hospital. psychiatrist, 
said the ’ administration 
encourages communication bet- 
ween patients and their families. 

Another psychiatrist said that 
doctors are as concerned about 
the families as they are of the 
patients. He said that families are 
contacted by a social worker who 
encourages them to visit the 
family member in the hospital, 
but this is not always successful. 

Dr Majedah Al Badremani 
said that recreational centres 
need to be made available for 


patients both in the hospital and 
in out-patient clinics. 
Recreational outlets would 
provide a useful change in the 
routine of the patient's life and 
reduce some of the pressure he 
might experience. 

The hospital suffers from a 
shortage in nursing staff, with 
some wards having only two nur- 
ses caring for 30 patients. One 
doctor commented that the hosp- 
ital was in need of equipment to 
meet specific patient needs, was 
very old, and lacked any 
recreational facilities. 

Nurses interviewed com- 
plained that the attitude toward 
their positions was not very sup- 
portive. One nurse said that peo- 
pledonot seem to understand the 
valiie'ofwhat- they' d'o. ,: *" 

In spite of all the problems the 
hospital faces. Dr Maarouf 
expressed confidence that the 
administration was giving the 
best possible care to the patients. 

The hectic pace of modem 
civilisation has increased the 
number of psychiatric patients. 
Dr Al Badremani called on 
families to pay more attention to 
their children in order to prevent 
them from developing psy- 
chiatric disorders.

A NUMBER OF Kuwaiti tribes 
have announced decisions to 
limit the amount of dowries in 
order to ease the financial burden 
on young people and to 
encourage more marriages. 

Falah Bin Jami from Al 
Awarim tribe said high dowries 
forced a number of youths to 
remain single because they were 
unable to meet the demands of 
the proposed wife’s relatives. 
Some men even married foreign 
women which created social 
problems because of the differen- 
ces in traditions and cultural 
values. 

The decision regarding 
dowries was also the result of the 


concern for the growing number 
of unmarried women. 

Falah Bin Jami said that a 
maximum dowry had been 
agreed upon by all members of 
the tribe and that those who 
violated the agreement would be 
ostracised. 

Adverse 

He said that he trusted the 
members ofhis tribe to follow the 
dowry conditions, adding that 60 
persons .from his tribe were 

married during the last week with 

dowries ofKD4,000. He said that 
some families who had married 
before the agreement had retur- 
ned half of the amount of the 
dowry to the husband's relatives. 

One young man, Fahad Ayed 
Al Azmi, said he thought the 
decision was a positive one and 


would help decrease the number 
of unmarried women. 

Another man, Rashed Al 
S ham an, was not as hopeful. He 
said the decision would have 
adverse effects in the future 
because of the high cost of living 
in the Gulf area. He said low 
dowries would encourage 
polygamy, which would create 
other social problems. He 
requested government officials 
to study the situation and to 
arrive at a more scientitific solu- 
tion. 

HH the Crown Prince and 
Prime Minister Sheikh Saad AJ 
Abdullah Al Sabah has praised 
the announcement made by a 
number of tribes to reduce 
dowries and expressed his desire 
that others would do the same. 


Cheese free 
from harmful 
bacteria 


A SENIOR Kuwait Health Min- 
istry official denied rumours yes- 
terday that cheese contaminated 
with the bacteria lasteria was 
being sold on the Kuwait market. 
He said that all types of cheese on 
Lhe market have been tested and 
are free from any harmful bac- 
teria. 

Dr Rashed Al Uwaish, the 
Director of the Public Health 
Department at the ministry,- said ; 
that there have been no cases' 
reported resulting from eating 
contaminated cheese. 

He added that 14-new-born 
infants had been treated for ill- 
nesses resulting from lasteria, 
but emphasised that these cases 
had no relation to contaminated 
cheese. 

AI Uwaish explained that the 
cases coincided with the Swiss 
and French reports, of the 
presence of this same bacteria in 
some types of cheese. He added 
that all foodstuffs imported to 
Kuwait were tested and found to 
be free of the bacterial microbe. 

Al Uwaish assured citizens 
and residents that the ministry 
was continuing to follow up on 
all reports.

Sale of spare parts is 
big business in Kuwait 


ACCORDING to official statis- 
tics the sale of spare parts forcars 
is considered the second largest 
business based on the value of 
goods sold, with retail sales, in 
1984 totalling KD 200 million. 
Retail sales forcar fuel and oil for 
the same period was reported at 
KD 256 million. 

The value of spare car parts 
reached KD S6.2 million in 1 980, 
dropped to KD S3. 6 million in 
1981 and continued the down- 
trend in 1984 to KD 37.4, which 
represents the latest figures for 
imported spare car parts. 

Kuwait has 85 wholesale 


shops for spare car parts, with a 
total of 837 workers receiving 
annual salaries totalling KD 2.2 
million. In 1984 consumers pur- 
chased spare parts totalling KD 
33 million. 


Necessitate 

There were 1,081 retail shops 
in Kuwait in 1984 with a total of 
8,373 workers receiving a total of 
KD 19.8 million in salaries. 


Statistics also show that 
Kuw&it has a viable market for 
spare parts with 650,000 cars in 
operation in 1987. And with

such a toll on cars, spare parts 
become an even more important 
commodity. 

Technical studies have shown 
that car engine travelling a dis- 
tance of 100 kilometres is subjec- 
ted to 14 kilogrammes of sand 
'and dusi. The concentration of 
dust in the air in Gulf regions 
ranges between 69 milligrams in 
windy conditions to .21 
milligrammes in dear condi- 
tions. Such weather conditions 
necessitate that car maintenance 
be more carefully observed. Air 
and oil filters were obviously 
parts that require durability. 

Air filter 

Munir Fraij, the General 
Director of the Gulf Air Filter 
factory, said this type of industry 
is new to Kuwait and depends on 
both international and local 
expertise. He explained that the 
company's fillets were manufac- 
tured under the licence of an 
American company. 

Fraij said that air fillers man- 
ufactured locally are less expen- 
sive and made following the same 
standards as imported filters. He 
expressed hope that the Ministry 
of Commerce would attempt to 
discontinue the importation of 
inferior qualiLy fitters to Kuwait 
since they compete with the 
national industry. 

Kuwait's air filter industry 
meets half of the country's 
demand of 2,500 air filters daily.

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One dead, five rescued as 
ship capsizes in southern Gulf 



MANAMA, March 6, (AP): A 
small ship laden with construc- 
tion materials capsized in the 
southern Gulf today and a 
French warship rescued five of its 
seven-member Asian crew, ship- 
ping executives said. 

The warship, a minehunter 
called the Andromede, used its 
inflatable dinghies to pluck from 
the sea the five survivors and the 
body of one of their companions. 
But the seventh crew member 
remained missing, said the ship- 
ping sources. 

Details 

The shipping sources had des- 
cribed the vessel as a dhow, the 
Gulfs traditional lateen-rigged 
sailing vessel, but the Bahrain- 
based owners. Prosperity Trad- 
ing, later said it was a former 
British Army landing craft con- 
verted into a freighter. They said 
it was a 61 -metre (200 foot) 
wooden craft. 

The vessel, named Jihad -and 
flying the flag of Bahrain, was 
laden with 400 tons of 


dehydrated lime destined for that 
central Gulf island state when it 
capsized before dawn in choppy 
seas. 

- The company officials said 
they would not release further 
details on the incident until they 
had more information. 

Spotted 

The shipping source had 
earlier identified the crew mem- 
bers as Indians and Banglade- 
shis, though they could not 
immediately determine which of 
the seven had been lost. The 
survivors and the body . were 
taken aboard the Andromede 
and would be later taken to the 
emirate of Abu Dhabi, they said. 

The incident occurred about 
80 miles west of Dubai, when a 
British tanker, the Tokyo Bridge, 
first spotted the capsized vessel 
and radioed a distress call, the 
sources said. 

The French warship, which 
was nearby, responded to the call 
and found the survivors clinging 
to the capsized boat, probably

about two hours alter 
incident, said the sources. 

One source said the Jihad later 
sank, but this had yet to be con- 
firmed. 

Aside from the Jihad, two 
dhows have fallen victim to the 
stormy winter; seas in the Gulf in 
less than 10 days, but there were 
no deaths in the earlier incidents, 
which occurred off the Omani 
coast outside the Strait of Hot- 
muz. Vf 

Winds were gusting around 30 
knots on Sunday in the southern 
Gulf while waves were more than 
two metres high. 

Shipping executives stressed 
that the three hidden is had no th- 
ing to do with the “tanker war" 
an offshoot of the Iraq-lean hos- 
tilities on shipping lanes of the 
Gulf. - ‘ ■ 

The tanker war has been hal- 
ted for almost three weeks as the 
two northern Gulf belligerents 
have turned to trading missile 
and warplane attacks on each 
other's cities.

Supermen 
heroes don't need any help in 
films, at least, that's what we’ve 
come to believe from films we 
havebeen watching. 

Tamacha deems it necessary 
to produce five Vikram clones, 
who pop out of a van to 
apparently baffle viewers and 
to take on the lone CBI officer, 
Ravi. 

“Which one of you is the real 
Vikram or 131 shoot down each 
one of you,” roars Ravi, point- 
ing his toy gun *»t the formida- 
ble enemies/ Ravi can't kill any 
of them “because he promised . 
the “dying” Gantam (Vpcram's 
baby brother) he would spare; 
Vikram’s life.'* Vikram con- 
torts his facial muscles and 
sniggers as Ravi looks aghast 


Vikram, has once again, out- 
witted the dim-witted detective. 
Raid. Cloning is in vogue. Let's 
hope it doesn’t become a con- 
tagious disease in film land. 

Ravi is charged with 
explosives — he is tem- 
peramental, moody and 
emotional. His outmoded

viewers into pits of despair. The 
depiction of anger on celluloid 
is confined to outbursts of frus- 
tration., by a red-faced actor 
with his nose up in the air. 


Jeetendra gets plenty of oppor- 
tunities to flare his n 


: his nostrils and 
mutter incoherent dialogue. As 
Ravi watches, Vikram blows 
up the van carrying con- 
traband, thanks to the creative 
Japanese for mass-producing 
remote controls. Somehow, the 
film maker has managed to 
mass-produce clones. 

Tamacha is a multi-starrer 
with such names as Jeetendra, 
Rajnikant. Bhanupriya, 
Amrita Singh, Kimi Katkar 
and newcomer Sumeet Saigal. 
On centre stage are Rajnikant 
and Jeetendra. The others are 
“extras”. 

Kimi Katkar is a beautiful 
prop who pops her eyes and 
claps her hand in cheerful glee 
when her father approves ofher 
beau, played by Sumeet Saigal. 
Amrita’s job as Mary is to shed 
tears before the Virgin Mary, 
aided by gallons of glycerine, 
fight candles and hope for the 
best while her love, Vikram,

cruises around town with a 
pretty Bhanupriya in tow. 
When that fails the level- 
headed Vikram “marries the 
woman who loves him” — 
another example of male van- 
ity. Bhanupriya is dolled-up for 
the dream dance sequences 
with Jeetendra (after all, 
Jeetendra must dance to the 
director's tune, and as he plays 
a CBI’ officer, he can't dance 
during waking/working 
hours).

Bangladesh elections 


Political crisis 


remains unsolved 


By Malcolm Davidson 


DHAKA, (Reuter): Bangladesh - 
President Hossain Mohammad 
Ershad won his expected land- 
slide in parliamentary elections, 
but political analysts say the 
exercise has done nothing to 
resolve the country's four-month 
political crisis. 

“I don't think this has changed 
anything," said one Western 
diplomat. 

Bangladesh, one of the world's 
poorest nations, desperately 
needs stability.' he said, adding: 
“I have no sense of optimism.” 

Diplomats and journalists 
who toured the polling stations 
during Thursday's parliamen- 
tary and municipal elections said 
they saw evidence of widespread 
ballot rigging and intimidation. 

Ershad’s Jatiya Party secured 
an overwhelming majority in 
parliament, winning 238 of the 
279 seats declared in the 300-seat 
parliament. 

The election commission 
ordered re polling in four con- 
stituencies worst hit by election 
violence in which 13 people were 
killed in Dhaka and other cities. 

Despite the resounding Jatiya 
result on paper, diplomats said 
that with the two major opposi- 
tion parties boycotting the poll it 
was a hollow victory for Ershad, 
who seized power in 1 982. 

Strike 

The Aw ami League led by 
Sheikh Hasina and Begum 
Khaleda Zia’s Bangladesh 
Nationalist Party (BNP) urged 
people not to vote and called a 
general strike to disrupt the poll. 

There are no official turnout 
figures, but most indications 
show many people heeded the; 
call.' 

. The election .foll owed four - 
(months of pa|itipa£ turmoil (n. 
Bangladesh during whiejh the ‘ 
opposition alliance repeatedly 
called general strikes to try to 
topple Ershad and force elec- 
tions under a caretaker govern- 
ment. 

But despite the troubles, a 
World Bank report said last week 
the economic effects were not as 
bad as originally thought and it 
now expected two per cent 
growth in 1988. 

Some 80 per cent of Banglade- 
shis live below the poverty line. 


Diplomats say they believe the 
opposition alliance lost its 
chance to oust Ershad last 
November when he was badly 
shaken by the strength of their 
campaign and there was a serious 
chance of martial law being 
declared. 

“Nobody in November would 
have predicted that die Army 
would have not moved in." said a 
diplomat. 

But the former general kept his 
grip on the Army and in late 
November moved against the 
opposition. He declared a. state 
of emergency and then dissolved 
parliament on Dec 6, paving the 
way for elections. 

He kept the initiative and is 
now under no great pressure to 
bring the opposition back into 
the political mainstream' 
immediately. “I think the foreign 
community feels that he does not 
have to be rushed into anything," 
said a diplomatic source. “He is 
in the ascendency and in con- 
trol." 

Few people have an answer for 
the political stalemate. 

One suggestion is that Ershad 
might try to woo the opposition 
later in the year by offering con- 
stitutional reform to strengthen 
Parliament, and then call a fresh 
election. 


A senior former Jatiya figure 
said efforts were made to attract 
the BNP after the dissolution of 
Parliament in December but 
foundered because Ershad 
thought Begum Zia's 
ideologically similar party could 
pose too much of an electoral 
threat.

Brazil’s president 
battles for survival

BRASILIA, (Reuter): President 
Jose Samey, Brazil’s first civilian 
leader after 21 years of military 
dictatorship, is fighting for his 
political survival and could soon 
lose his powers, political analysts 
said. 

A constituent assembly is con- 
sidering whether to adopt a 
parliamentary system of govern- 
ment which will concentrate 
power in the hands of a prime 

minis ter. 

No date has been set for the 
assembly to vote on the issue, but 
the vote could come next week, 
congressmen said. 

Samey, a 57-year-old poet and 
lawyer who once said he never 
wanted to be president, saw his 
popularity slump under an econ- 
omic crisis. Brazil’s problems 
include inflation which this year 
could exceed 500 per cent, 
foreign debt of SI 14 billion and 
mass poverty. 

He came to power in March 
1985, in what many regard as a 
historical accident, as a stand-in 
for.Tancredo Neves, a popular 
president-elect who fell ill on the 
eve of his inauguration and died 
the following month. 

During the 1964-85 military 
dictatorship, Samey was a leader 
of the military-backed Social 
Democrat Party (PDS). 

Now widely regarded as a 
weak leader, he is being assailed 
from various quarters. 

He is struggling io secure votes 
in the assembly in favour of a 
presidential system of govern- 
ment, under which he . would 
retain effective political control 
and a five-year term of office for 
the bead of state. 

The assembly is expected to 
vote to give the head of state a 
four-year term of office instead 
with elections this year, as opin- 


ion polls indicate most people 
want. They would be the first 


want. They would be the first 
elections in Brazil since 1960. 
Samey has been governing so 
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cher, headof the Political Science 
Department m Brasilia Univer- 
sity. 

Political scientist Helio 
Jaguaribe told Reuters there 
were two schools of thought in 
Congress among the advocates 
of a parliamentary system, some 
favouring its introduction after 
Samey completed his term of 
office. 

“Others feel that the only way 
to prevent a collapse of the sys- 
tem is to introduce parliamen- 
tarianism now,” he said, adding 
that it was too early to say which 
view would prevail. 

He said assembly president 
Ulysses Gumaraes worried that 
unless the constitution was ready 
soon, thecountry faced the threat 
ofehoas. t 

Observers say Samey, 
apparently sensing that the tide is 
running against him, has seemed 
extremely tense and drawn in 
recent days in contrast to his 
earlier optimism. 

In January, after a vigorous 
lobbying campaign, Samey 's 
supporters notched up 317 sig- 
natures from congressmen in the 
559-member assembly for a five- 
year mandate. . 

Antonio Ermirio de Monies, 
head of the country’s biggest 
private conglomerate, Votorao- 
tim, said this week: “If I were 
Samey I would not insist on tins 
business of five years. It is 
immense foolishness.” 

Brazil is a different country 
from the one the military took 
over more than 20 years ago. 
Rapid industrialisation has tur- 
ned it into the Third World's 
biggest economy and it now has 
an independent trade union 
movement andabetter organised 
political left. 

The' Roman Catholic church 
in Brazil, which in the earjy 1960s 
was conservative, has become 
one of the most left-leaning chur- 
ches in the world as politicians 
have failed to narrow the gap 
between rich and poor.

for the Gulf, it is also the 
equivaleniofhometurfforlran’s 
Navy, Air Force, and 
Revolutionary Guards Corps, ft 
is the one place in the Gulf where 
Iran could, if it so chose, quickly 
unleash the full fury of its uncon- 
ventional forces in a “Jihad” 
(holy war). 

Discount 

Britishnaval officers and other 
Gulf analysts discount the threat 
of an all-out “holy war" in the 
strategic waterway. They say 
that Iran needs access to open sea 
. lanes at least as much as any of 
the other oil-exporting Gulf 
states. And they note that Iran's 
“rules of engagement” in the 
Gulf seem to preclude direct 
attacks on warships. Instead Iran 
has concentrated its hit-and-run 
raids on unescorted tankers. 

But the British, like the 
Americans, French, Soviets, and 
others with warships in the 
region, are taking no chances. 

“I have a full operations team 
ready. All weapons are ready to 
go, and the chaps are on the 
upper deck," says Corodr. TJ. 
Norman-Walker, captain of the 
Battleaxe, as his ship proceeds 
through Lhe darkened strait 
under a nearly full moon.

Major test of presidential candidates’ strength 


WASHINGTON, (AP): Super 
Tuesday in the United States, 
tomorrow, is considered a major 
indicator of candidate strength 
for the Democrats and 
Republicans seeking their par- 
ty's US presidential nomination. 

On that day. Democrats, who 
control both houses of Congress, 
hold primary elections or 
“caucuses'' in 20 states and one 
territory and Republicans, who 
control the White House, in 16 
states. Virginia holds a 
Republican primary, but 
Republicans will not select 
delegates as the Democrats will 
on that day. 


Most of the states, 32, use 
variations of the primary system, 
in which voters go to the polls in a 
formal election atm’osphere and 
cast ballots for one party or the 
other, indicating their preferred 
candidates in that party. 

Eighh^ states hold caucuses, 
in which party activists first meet 
on a local level. Delegates 
representing the most popular 


candidates at the local level are 
sent to meetings covering 
progressively larger areas until 
the state winners are chosen. 

Both the Republicans and 
Democrats — the parties which 
have dominated American 
politics this century — select 
their nominee for president at a 
quadrennial convention held the 
summer before the November 
general elections. The 
Democrats meet in Atlanta July 
18-21 and the Republicans in 
New Orleans Aug 15-18. 

Attention 

In the run-up to the conven- 
tions, attention is focused on the 
votes candidates win in each state 
event. But what counts in the end 
is how many delegates to the 
national conventions each can- 
didate is apportioned by the state 
party. Every state party has its 
own way of choosing delegates, 
but most base their selections on 
the outcome of the primaries or 
caucuses. 

Super Tuesday offers can- 


didates the biggest one-day slice 
of the delegate pie of the entire 
pre-convention season. A total 
of 1,307 Democratic delegates 
and 712 Republican delegates 
are selected that day — nearly a 
third of each party's total 


There will be 4,162 delegates 
attending the Democratic 
National Convention, and a can- 
didate will need 2,082 for tiie 


party’s nomination. There will 
be 2,277 delegates at the 


Republican National Conven- 
tion, and 1,139 delegates are 
needed to nominate. 


The candidate winning the 
most votes in each state's 
primary or caucus usually has the 
support of that state’s delegates 
at the convention, at least on the 
first vote. If the party cannot 
chose a candidate on the first try, 
delegates often switch their 
votes, turning the gathering into 
what is referred to as a “brokered 
convention.” 

Nonetheless, how many 


delegates la candidate 
accumulates prior to the conven- 
tion often makes it possible to 
predict well in advance who will 
win the party’s nomination. 

Primaries 

All states have primaries or 
caucuses at one time or another. 
Iowa and New Hampshir e, in 
February, are the first crucial 
tests, but the process continues 
until just before the summer con- 
ventions. 

The development of Super 
Tuesday reflects -the desire of 
southerners, particularly 
Democrats, to create a regional 
primary to give them greater 
influence in selecting the nomin- 
ees. 

Because most of the states hol- 
ding primaries on Super Tuesday 
are in tiie conservative south and 
the neighbouring area, political 
analysts figure it win improve the 
chances of the more conservative 
candidates -r- right-wing 
Republicans and centrist 
Democrats.

US officials said all parties to 
the conflict wanted the United 
States to continue its efforts and 
stressed that no-one, from 
Israel’s right-wing Prime Mini- 
ster Yitzhak Shamir to Syrian 
President Hafez A!

Difficulties 


One aide to Shultz summed up 
the difficulties by pointing to the 
reluctance of' many Arab and-. 
Israeli leaders to accept that a 
lasting peace required real com- 
promises. “Everybody can’t 


have everything” he observed. 

On the Israeli side of the equa- 
tion. one problem is a split in the 
coalition government between 
Shamir and Foreign Minister 
Shimon Peres. Shamir rejects 
giving up occupied lands for 
peace, while Peres is more amen- 
able to the idea. 

Shamir, backed by his rightist 


contacts with thePLO. Thelong- 
stasding policy of the United 
States is to deny the PLO a role in 
the peace process as long as it 
does not accept Israel’s right to 
exist- ' 

The new US plan envisages | 
Jordanians and Palestinians ] 
negotiating as a joint team, but it 
is unclear if Jordan, other Arab ^ 
countries and the PLO can agree ’ 
on an agreement let alone one 
acceptable' to Israel and the 
United States. 

“The process of patting 
(together) that delegation is not 
easy, but we have worked at that 
alot” Shultz told reporters while 
flying from Damascus to Cairo, 

“I recognise there are plenty of 
difficulties." 

Shultz said Israel and Arab 
states had agreed to reply to the 
new US plan before Shamir visits 
Washington in lOdays’ time, but 
Shamir’s aides said the prime 
minister would not be p l eas ur ed 
into either accepting or rejecting 
the proposal. 

Shultz acknowledged progress {jj 
might be slow, saying: “If we can - 
achieve something in this admin- 
istration (before it ends next Jan- 
uary), fine ... pn the other hand, if 
we can get something going that 
our successors cah use in a suc- 
cessful way, then we’d like to 
leave that, too."

MOSCOW, (UPI): Armenian 
fury against Azerbaijanis recen- 
tly ismerely one drop in a caldron 
of a simmering nationalities 
problem in the empire that calls 
itself the Soviet Union. 

While the British, Spanish, 
French and Portuguese overseas 
empires have been dissolved, the 
Soviet land empire that spreads 
over Eurasia lives on, inherited 
from the Crnist imperial state 
the communists displaced in 
19!7. 

The multi-ethnic empire 
encompasses Ukrainians, Eston- 
ians, Latvians, Lithuanians, 
Armenians, Georgians, a host of 
Muslim peoples — Uzbeks, Tad- 
zhiks, Kflzkhas, Turkmaman — 
and Volga Germans, Tatars and 
Jews. 

The multinational state is sup- 
posed to be held m harmony by a 
structure of 1 S nominal 
repubjics, 1 6 autonomous 
republics and 18 autonomous 
regions, each sending delegates 
to a nominal parliament, the 
Supreme Soviet. 

Although the national rouble 
currency is stamped in all 1 5 lan- 
guages of the mam republics and 
though a TV station in each 
republic broadcasts hi the local 
language, the Soviet Union 
remains a melting pot that has 
not coalesced. 

■ The Russians themselves are 
slightly more than 50 per cent of 
the polyglot empire, though the 


Regionalism raises its head in the Soviet Union 


Russian republic is the largest of 
the 15 republics, stretching from 
Moscow to the Pacific. The giant 
Ukraine and the Byelorussian 
republic are the other Slavic 
union republics. 

Nationalities 

Formed in 1917, the Soviet 
Union contains more than 170 
nationalities, an equal if not 


spans one-sixth of the globe's 
surface. 

Communist ideology is sup- 
posed to have wiped out 
national, religious and racist 
animosities in favour of a social-' 
isl brotherhood of peoples joined 
in a struggle against tiie greater 
evil of bourgeois and capitalist 
exploitation. 

“The unity of the multin- 
ational Soviet state is as solid as a 
diamond,” the late Soviet ruler 
Leonid Brezhnev declared in 
1968. “As a diamond sparkles 
with multicolored facets, so does 
the unity of our people scmtillate 
with a diversity of nations." 

So much for theory. 

The 15 republics encase 
nations with histories of more 
than 1,000 years. Almost all des- 
pise each other, and the non-Rus- 
sian republics resent the Rus- 
sians. 

The Ukraine, for example, by

Estonia, Latvia and Lith uania 
were once independent nations 
and still smart over their absorp- 
tion into the Soviet Union in 
1940. All are heavily Christian.

Rioted 

The five central Asian 
republics of Kazakhstan, Tadz- 
hikistan, Khirgizia, Uzbekistan 
and Turkmenistan are largely 
M uslim . 

In December 1986, Kazakhs 
rioted for two days when their 
long-time boss, Dinmukhamcd 
Kunaev, a Kazakh, was fired 
because of corruption and 
replaced by a Russian. 

In the nigged Caucasus region 
that abuts Turkey and Iran, 
religion, race and nationality fer- 
ment in a volatile brew in the 
three republics: Christian Geor- 
gia ana Armenia and Muslim 
Azerbaijan. 

In Armenia and Azerbdjan, 
the animosities flared late in 
February in what is still a largely 
unexplained dispute. 

What is known is that Armen- 


ians living in the autonomous 
region ofNagomo Karabakh. an 
enclave inside the Azerbaijan 
republic, began demonstrating 
against control by the Muslim, 
Turkic-speaking Azeris. 

A potitburo candidate mem- 
ber. Vladimir Dolgikh, sent to 
the Caucasus, admitted there had 
been casualties but gave no 
details. 

In any case, the Arme nians in 
Nagorno-Karabakh demanded 
they be allowed to secede from 
Azerbaijan and join the Armen- 
ian republic. The regional com- 
munist secretary agreed He was 
quickly fired on orders from 
Moscow . 

Demonstrations 

The demonstrations spread to 
Yerevan, the capital of Armenia, 
a republic of 3.4 million. Tens of 
thousands gathered daily in 
Yerevan's main square while 
orators harrangued crowds. 

“Such a grandiose sight I have 
never seen," one Armenian 


reported after returning to his 
Moscow home. “Peoole 


Moscow home. “People 
streamed to Yerevean on foot 
from towns across Armenia. 

“One sign demanding the 
union of Nagomo Karabakh 
with Annenia draped a building 
16 stories high," he recalled. 

As the most nationalistic of 
peoples, the Armenians need lit- 
tle reminder that 30 per cent of 
their brethren in the Soviet 


Union live today in Georgia and 
Azerbaijan. 

Tfaeir ancestral homeland 
itself is now part of Turkey near 
the famed Mount Ararat, the 
Biblical site of the Noah’s Ark 
story. The Armenians once for- 
med the oldest Christian state, 
adopting the creed in the third 
century. 

The Armenians in Nagomo 
Karabakh came up against the 
full complexity of the nation- 
alities conundrum in the Soviet 
empire. 

The Soviet news agency Tass 
said 49 nationalities live in 
Nagomo Karabakh, of which 
about 100,000 Armenians com- 
prise 75 percent. 

Only a message from Soviet 
leader Mikhail Gorbachev calm- 
med the situation. He promised, 
in the paraphrase of an Armen- 
ian journalist, that ‘'we know 
there are problems, and we will 
solve them.” 

Threatened 

Disaffection also has infected 
nrighbouringChristian Georgia. 
Ten years ago, Georgians 
demonstrated . against a 
proposed constitutional change 
that would have made Russian a 
co-equal language with Geor- 
gian. The measure had to be 
repealed by Moscow. 

Now Georgian activists have 
threatened to renew demonstra- 
tions this April 14, if a Soviet 


military firing range is not 
removed from near an ancient 
monastery, the David Rare ja. 

Even the smallest minorities 
have entered the nationalities 
fray, seizing on- Gorbachev's 
promises ofgiasnost. 

Last . July more than 300 
Crimean Tatars burst into Red 
Square and staged a sit-in under 
the red brick walls of the 
Kremlin. They demanded their 
nation of some 200,000 be all- 
owed to re turii from Central Asa 
to the Crimean Tatar homeland 
from which Josef Stalin deported 
them in May 1944* charging they 
collaborated with the German 
Army. 

But the Crimean autonomous 
socialist republic along the Blade 
Sea is no more: In .1954, Soviet 
leader NildmKhruscbev made it 
part of the Ukraine. Just as the 
1923, Stalin gave Nagomo 
Karabakh to Azerbaijan. 

The Tatars had to content 
themselves with a promise of 
greater cultural opportunities 
and that a commission would 
keep studying their demands. 
They are reportedly still restive 
• but are no w banned from demon- 
strating in Moscow. 

Many Russians recalled that 
the Tatars have an autonomous 
republic alongthe Volga. Biit 
thoscare a different branch of the 
Tatars, remnants of the one-time 
Mongol conquerors ofRussia.

and with no problems. 

But what is the right thing to 
do if you unexpectedly get 
caught out? 

Firstly, forget the old idea 
that you need gallons of hot 
water. 

A hospital spokesman says: 
‘T really don’t know where this 
idea came from. There's 
absolutely no need for hot 
water. 

“You don’t really need any- 
thing at all. But if you wantto, a 
pair of scissors and some string 
might be useful to cut the 
umbilical cord. 

Advise 

“Once the baby has been 
bom, all you do is tie some 
string around two sections of 
the cord and cut it inbetween. 
The cord will then fall ofTon its 
own.” 

The next thing to remember 
is to take care NOT to drop the 
baby. This may sound obvious, 
but in the confusion it can easily 
happen. 

Then make sure there are 
plenty of towels to wrap up the 
new-born baby. One of the 
commonest causes of death in 
young babies is connected with 
the cold. Don't forget, the dif- 
ference in temperature between 
a mother and the outside world 
can be considerable. Babies 


can’t control their temperature 
as well as adults can. 

The experts also advise not to 
bath the baby immediately 
after its birth, but suggest it is 
better to wipe him or her with a 
towel and then keep them 
warm. 

Bui the experts say it is 
always better to get a woman in 
labour to hospital as soon as 
possible. If this isn’t possible, 
then get in touch with the hosp- 


ital or the midwife. Never let a 
woman in labour drive. Take 
her by car, ambulance or taxi, 
whicbeve is quickest. 

if it’s too late for this, and she 
has started to give birth, 
NEVER leave her on her own. 
It may be tempting to run next- 
door to get help, but the woman 
needs someone with her, if only 
for moral support. If anything 
starts to go wrong, at least you 
are on hand to help or tele- 
phone the hospital. 

If the woman is bleeding after 
she has given birth, you can be 
sure there is something 
seriously wrong and she needs 
to see a doctor. Make sure she 
stays completely still while you 
ring for an ambulance. 

Time is all-important, and a 
few valuable minutes saved on a 
shorter journey could make all 
the difference. 

Apart from the problem of 
bleeding, there’s also the dan- 
ger that the birth could have 
complications only a doctor 
would notice. 

If the baby is lying awkwar- 
dly, for example the hospital 
will have to perform an 
immediate Caesarian section. 

In such rare emergencies the 
Obstetric Flying Squad comes 
into its own. The team of 
medical experts — midwife, 
dire emergencies and are equip- 
ped to deal with any difficulty 
or poten daily dangerous birth 
any time of day or night. 

In more straightforward 
cases, teams of midwives are 
permanently on call, and will be 
sent to help the woman give 
r . birth. It is illegal for a birth to 
take place at home with nomid- 
wife present.

War on ‘Eve teasers’ 


Police in the Indian capital of New Delhi, are cracking down on die 
sexual harassment that thousands of women face every day on the 
public transport system.

NEW DELHI, (Reuter): Rush 
hour m Delhi. A hundred peo- 
ple, mostly men, cram into a 
stifling bus built for 60 . 

A hand slithers through the 
press of bodies to grab a 
woman. She protests. Passen- 
gers look away, and another 
victim of ‘Eve teasing’, the 
Indian term for sexual harass- 
ment. goes unaided. 

Hundreds, probably 
thousands of women and girls 
are molested daily on public 
transport in the Indian capital. 

The problem has become so 
bad that a police crackdown 
was launched in February. 

‘Anyone here got a com- 
plaint?' asks a khaki-clad ser- 
geant boarding a bus, ‘any girl 
had aproblemT 

No response. Perhaps the 
conditioned shame, which 
stops many Indian women 
from reporting even crimes like 
rape and wife-beating, keeps 
lips sealed. 

‘These police measures will 
go a long way to stopping the 
crime,' said Deputy Police 
Commissioner Pradeep Srivas- 
tava. 

He has ordered patrol vans at 
25 points in the city to halt 
buses and check for eye teasers 
during the afternoon when 
women students and school- 
girls are returning home. 

Delhi bus drivers were 
already under orders to drive 
without stopping to the nearest 
police station u a passenger 
complained of harassment. 
Women say the drivers rarely 
ever did this. 

‘Now drivers will be able to 
stop at these checks,’ Srivas- 
tava said in an interview.” The 
man who is pointed out will be 
taken down and the bus all- 
owed to proceed. 

'In the first instance it should 
be enough to pull down a few of 
these fellows to deter others 
and show the police mean busi- 
ness.’ 

According to those running a 
womens' help group called 
Saheli, a solution to the 


problem will require a lot more. 

While welcoming any police 
action that might curb Eve teas- 
ing. the women, most of whom 
have been assaulted several 
times, are sceptical. 

‘One day I got so fed up I 
decided to act,* said Rekha, a 
Saheli volunteer and martiaJ- 
arls student. Rekha is a 
pseudonym. None of the 
volunteers give their real 
names. 

'I caught hold of the man and 
dragged him off ... fortunately 
there was a police box near the 
bus stop,’ she said. 

It took three hours for her to 
register her complaint She lost 
half a day’s wont and said the 
offender bribed his way out of 
trouble. 

Harassment 

‘No wonder women don’t go 
to the police,* she said. 

More than 2,000 harassment 
cases were reported to Delhi 
police last year, a tiny fraction 
of the number of incidents that 
occur, women's organisations 
say. 

Nobody can estimate just 
how under-reported harass- 
ment is, but almost every 
woman has a tale to tell. 

Unmarried women avoid 
travelling alone at night on 
buses and in the city’s three- 
wheeled autorickshaws and 
taxis. Police patrol outside 
women’s colleges. Schools 
ferry their girls in single-sex 
buses. 

‘Unmarried women, 
especially students, are easy 
game,’ said A. Anandalak- 
shmy, principal of Delhi. 
University's Lady Irwin 
College. 

She said harassment springs 
in part from the sexually repres- 
sive culture of North India, 
where in many places Muslim 
women are veiled and Hindu 
women cover their faces on see- 
ing a man. 

There is also a class element 
here .... women students are 
often upper middle class and so 
normally inaccessible to these 
men,' she said. 

Eve-teasers are generally 


poorly educated men in their 
early 20s who have often left the 
family home to look for work in , 
the city, say people who have 
been studying the situation. 

Two questions about the 
harassment have kept psy- 
chologists and social scientists 
busy theorising. Why is eve- 
teasing so common and why 
particularly in Delhi ana 
surrounding areas? 

Harassment in Madras or 
Calcutta is no worse than in any 
other major city in the world. 

The answer to the first ques- 
tion for many academics is the | 
position of the Indian male. 

‘Men are brought up to be 
brats and over-indulged,’ 
AnanHfllwlcshm y said. 'A male 
chil d is valued more than a girl 
and given better food and treat- 
ment' 

Spoiled from birth, a man 
often views a woman as an 
object, a possession. In India's 
extended family system the 
only check on his behaviour 
may be the shame an action 
might bring on his relatives 
rather than the guilt he would 
feel as an individual. 

'We are socialised for shame 
not guilt’ Andalakshmy said. 
‘A man is told ‘if you do this we 
will tell your family’, so his con- 
science-keepers are outside 
him.' 

‘If that man then leaves his 
family for the city he also leaves 
his conscience behind.' 

And the answer to the second 
question? According to one 
theory, in North India boys are 
even more spoiled than in the 
South. By custom women here 
must marry outside their 
village or extended family. 

They arrive as a nobody at 
their in-laws' home where their 
only hope of becoming 
somebody is to produce a son 
whom they coddle and protect 
as their investment in a better 
future. 

‘If these theories are right 
then women are not going to be 
rid of eve-teasers by a few 
policemen stopping buses. It 
will take social revolution,' said 
Rekha.

When we were learning the game 
at our mothers’ knees, we were told 
about the players roaming the 
streets shoeless because they forgot 
to draw trumps. No one told us they 
were falling over their friends who 
drew trumps too soon. 

South’s rebid of four spades 
doesn’t thrill us. With a balanced 
hand and seven running tricks, we 
could make a persuasive argument 


in favor of three no trump. As the 
cards lie, neither contract should 
have caused problems, but at four 
spades declarer became careless. 

He won the opening diamond 
lead in hand and immediately drew 
three rounds of trumps. Then he led 
a heart toward dummy. West played 
low and the queen won, but declarer 
found that he had left himself with a 
minor problem— he had no way to 
get back to his hand to lead another 
heart up to the table’s honor. With 
nothing better to do, he led a club* 
toward his king, hoping thai he 
would Find the aces split. That was 
not the case. West won and forced 
out the king of diamonds, and de- 
clarer still had to concede a heart 
and a trick in each side suit for down 
one. 

Declarer had cut his own commu- 
nications when he drew trumps. He 
could afford one round of trumps, 
but then be should have led a heart. 
When the queen holds, he can get 
back to hand with a trump and, 
after drawing the outstanding 
trump, lead another heart up to 
dummy’s honor. With the ace on- 
side, declarer will be able to set up a 
heart for a club discard while the 
king of diamonds is still on the 
board to serve as an entry.

CULVER CITY, Calif.: it is 
like stepping into another 
world, from the harsh Califor- 
nia sunshine into a dark womb 
both gloomy and gaudy. Heavy 
red drapes block the light as the 
air conditioner whirs 24 hours a 
day. The deep carpets are red 
and black; the walk, black and 
padded. There are three 1 6-iach 
colour-TV sets: two embedded 
in the ceiling above the custom- 
made king-size bed the third at 
its foot 

On bedside tables sit three 
phones next to a well-worn 
Bible and a statue of the Virgin 
Mary. There are books about 
martial arts, another titled “I 
Believe in Miracles." In the 
drawer sits a loaded pistol. 

This is Elvis Presley's private 
bedroom atGracelandin Mem- 
phis, Term. U was in the adjoin- 
ing bathroom, with its black 
marble and gold fixtures, that 
the rock star died a decade ago 
at the age of 42 of heart failure 
caused by high blood pressure. 

Since his death the Presley 
suite has been sealed. Millions 
of fans visit Grace land daily, 
but the upstairs bedroom is 
locked even to family members. 

However, the secrets ofElvis’ 
room are unveiled on the four- 
hour ABC-TV movie Elvis and 
Me, which is based on the best 
seller by Priscilla Presley, Elvis' 
ex-wife. 

The bedroom, along with 
other spaces in the Presley man- 
sion, have been re-created for 
the movie — down to Elvis' 
photos of his mother Gladys, 
the books he read, the food he 
ate and the plaques and 
mementoes he collected. 

Thanks to Priscilla's 
influence, the doors to Elvis' 
suite were unlocked. Priscilla, a 
regular on ‘"Dallas" and co- 
producer of the film, decided 
that if the story was to be auth- 
entically re-created Elvis' lair 
had to be shown.

To this day die 
attic has every piece of clothing 
Gladys Presley owned. Every- 
thing has been saved. He never 
threw out anything. And who 
he was is tied up with his haunt- 
ing memory of his mother, 
which was probably the most 
important relationship in his 
life, other than Priscilla," says 
Lovenheim. 

There is another odd twist to 
the movie. The producers could

“It is hard to do the scene at 
the end when Priscilla reacts to 
Elvis as a bloated figure, barely 
recognisable. The main thing 
about the story is that they were 
in love; they even held hands at 
the divorce," she says.

“Priscilla helped me under- 
stand the way she behaved 
when she was younger. In my 
marriage if (my husband and I) 
have a difference of opinion we 
discuss it or argue. But with 
Elvis you did not do that; you , 
did not push him. Elvis was her 
life.She was not in college, she 
did not have a career — she had 
Elvis. To lose him would be to ; 
lose her life, beca useshe had left 
her family. Today it is different; 
she has a career and a child. She 
tried to have a career but Elvis 
didn't want that," she says. 

Midkiff prepared for the role 
by watching more than 100 
hours of El vis concert footage, 
listening to his music and read- 
ing “Elvis and Me." He also got 
a lot of advice from Priscilla. 

‘"When we first met she 
smiled and said, "I wouldn't 
want to be in your shoes.’ ” he 
says. 

“I didn't want to do another

Elvis impersonation or turn 
him in to a card board character. 
Priscilla helped me with his 
mannerisms. Priscilla told me 
he walked tall ... like a bullfigh- 
ter. He never sat still, he boun- 
ced around, he tapped his feet, 
drummed his fingers. He had so 
much energy. I also took karate 
classes with world champions 
who knew (and taught) Elvis 
and Priscilla,'' be says. 

""After doing the role for 
weeks I began to feel I was Elvis. 
1 would catch myself doing him 
when I answered the phone. I 
would talk to friends in an Elvis 
voice. I tried to show his human 
side, that he was not a monster 
who swallowed pills and ended 
up 70 pounds heavier than he 
should have been. He was a 
perfectionist and he got upset 


when something did not go 
right. He had a wud temper and 
crazy black moods," he says. 

** Elvis' life bad lots of 
dichotomies ... from being the 
good Christian country boy to 
being a superstar who loved 
everything mat went with being 
the best,” says Midkiff. 

For Midkiff, however, the 
real stamp of approval on his 
. performance came during the 
Glmmg of the concert scenes at 
the Las Vegas Hilton where he 
cavorted as Elvis onstage, 
sweating off 7 pounds in the 
process. 

“At the end of a long day,” 
says Midkiff, “a man came up, 
introduced himself and said, 
‘ Y ou did real fine my boy.’ ”

LONDON, (UPI): Bob Hosk- 
ins is best known for gangster 
roles and a menacing physique 
he describes as“5 feet 6 by 5 reel 
6 ." 

But the high-energy English- 
man is a dedicated versatile 
actor, and his reputation is 
bound to get a boost from his 
work in The Lonely Passion of 
Jodhh Hearne.” 

Hoskins says he’s probably 
known as a thug “because I'm a 
cockney and people think, that 
cockneys are crooks. You walk 
in a house with a cockney 
accent and immediately they 
lock up the silver and send the 
women upstairs." 

But the gangland image 
Hoskins developed in Mona 
Lisa, The Long Good Friday 
and The Cotton Qub will be 
jolted by Judith Hearuejn 
which he plays opposite two- 
time Oscar winner Maggie 
Smith, one of the greats ofrne 
British stage. 

“The core of the movie is the 
acting," said Hoskins, 44, in a 
recent interview. “There’s no 
guns going off. There's no dead 
bodies. 

“There’s nothing to thrill 
you except the emotions por- 
trayed and some people will go 
for it and some won't. 1 think 
it's a classic." 

Smith plays a lonely Irish 
spinster who moves into a 
Dublin boarding house and 
meets a fast-talking middle- 
aged Irishman who has retur- 
ned after living in New York 
City for 30 years. 

‘"He's a mug," Hoskins says 
of his character. “You realise 
by the end of the film that he’s 
as lost and lonely as she is and 
he's realised it too, but he's 
balled it up."

He speaks in the film like a 
native New Yorker but said 
achieving the right accent was 
not the problem. 

“I could get 10 guys from 
New York here and they’d all 
speak different,” he said. “It’s 
just finding the character, End- 
ing the psyche of the character

What persuaded him to take 
the part was the opportunity to 
play opposite Smith. 

“We first rehearsed and 
within 30 minutes we were in 
character. “She's extraordin- 
ary," Hoskins said. “She'll take 
a scene, wrapit up in pure velvet 
and give it back to you." 

“That’s flowery language , 
coming from someone whose 
resume includes such jobs as 
truck driver, steeplejack, por- 
ter, mango picker and bookk- 1 
ceper. 

The story goes that Hoskins , 
stumbled into acting at 25 when 
he was discovered boozing at a' 
theatre. 

“Previously, I just wasn’t in ] 
that world,” he said “wanting 
to bean actor was like wanting 
to be a brain surgeon. I just 
didn't think it was possible." 

The only qualification he 
could cite was “I’ve always 
liked people and playing a role 
is playing people ... I do it 
“cause I love it.”

The new empress of China

JOAN CHEN js China’s own 
film star — the Elizabeth 
Taylor of the People's 
Republic, she is called. 

When she was 18, she won 
the Golden Rooster — the 
Chinese equivalent of the Oscar 
— as the best actress, and then 
the 100 Blossoms award as the 
most popular star. Her salary at 
the time was slightly less than 
£4 a month. It went up to £12 a 
month alter her success. 

Joan Chen is now the star 
with Peter O'Toole and John 
Lone, ofThe Last Emperor — a 
British-produced epic and the 
first movieever to be allowed to 
shoot in the Forbidden City of 
Beijing. 

Joan Chen is 26 now, an 
exq uisite beauty with long dark 
hair, fine dark brown eyes and a 
slight figure. She is Sf\ 4 ins and 
weighs 7 stone 121b. 

Married to Hong Kong- 
born film-maker Jimmy Lau, 
Joan Chen lives with him in 
Hollywood. Her parents - her 
father is a radiologist and her 
mother a specialist in phar- 
macology — still live in Shan- 
ghai. 

I met Joan Chen on location 
in China for The Last Emperor 
it was her second trip home 
since she went to America to 
live seven, years ago. 

She is as' far removed from the 
accepted image ofa Hollywood 
star as it is possible to be. 

When she was 14, she was 
discovered at school in Shan- 


ghai by talent scouts from the 
city's film studios who were 
looking for someone to play a, 
guerilla girl in a film. about thd 
Long March.' 

“I could shoot because I 
wanted to join the Red Army,’ 
she said. ‘I had two lines of 
dialogue in the movie and we 
had three days of professional 
training and three days of 
political training, before we 
started filming. 

“We were taught not to pur- 
sue personal fame or glory, but 
to work hard for the cause and 
to make films for the good of 
the country and the people. In 
Hollywood it is reverse: there 
you work for the fame and 
glory. t 

“Halfway through the film 
Jinjang Mountain, production 
was cancelled for political 
reasons. I was disappointed — 
but not heartbroken. 

“Then I was sent on a two- 
year drama course in the Shan- 
ghai studios. I lived in a dor- 
mitory ti\ere, with six girls and 
20 boys, ‘ft was the first time I 
had really met any boys and it 
wasn’t until I was 20 and went 
to California that I actually had 
a boyfriend.’ 

After her two film ayards, 
Chinese boys started to taotice 
Joan Chen for the first time. 
And that was. different from 
America too. 

“Boys wrote me letters. 
Some fan letters, some love let- 
ters' she told me. 'Chinese boys 
don't talk to you — they write 
letters. Even if they live next 
door, they write — and never 


about sex. Only love. If they do, 
the girl is immediately turned 
off. Sea is dirty. 

“In the West it is a heavenly 
gift and the ultimate 
experience. In China we were 
taught it was nasty." 

Joan Chen's parents were 
sent to America by the govern- 
ment to study there and finally, 
after a six-month delay she was 
given a passport herself. 

“In China I had been a star 
— in New York I went to 
university and I was unknown 
and it was a much freer life. I 
was propositioned pretty 
quickly.' 

There were other differences 
between the two countries. “In 
China when a girl starts to have 
.full breasts, she walks stodped 
forward to disguise them: It is 
not considered good to show 
them. No man would ever look 
you up and down," Joan Chen 
said. 

“In America I found the 
more you have here (she 
indicated her breats), the bet- 
ter. Now that I am back in 
China, I find there is still a 
physical distance between peo- 
ple. 

“I never hugged my mother 
when I was a child, or my 
father, and I wanted to. My 
mother is more Westernised 
now and she like to hug us. But 
my father still does not. Most 
mothers in China still do not.” 

When she went to Los 
Angeles and started to try to 
act, there were other surprises. 
“I had to start from zero and 
build again,” she said. Then she

won small parts in television, 
“Do you want some tea, Mr 
Hammer?” was her first line in 
the series Mike Hammer. 

She worked in Miami Vice 
and went for an audition at a 
studio for the TV film Tai Pan. 
"I was in the parking lot and a 
man in a car followed me, stuck i 
his head out of a window and 
asked if I knew that Lana Tur- 
ner had been discovered in a 
drug store,” she said. 

“I thought he was trying to 
pick me up. But he was Dino de 
Laurentiis, the producer, and I 
got the lead.” 

Her role in The Last 
Emperor is to be given to the 
emperor as a wife. Her beauty is 
shrouded as her new husband 
ventures a kiss, while attendant 
female hands slowly disrobe 
the young lovers. 

Joan Chen found coming 
back home for the film to be 
a disturbing experience. “In 
Hollywood with my husband 
we ha ve a house, a garden, a car 
and a pool," she explained.

CHEMOTHERAPY USES DRUGS 
OR CHEMICALS TO FIGHT 
CANCER 


QUESTION: You often mention chemoth- 
erapy to treat cancer, but what is it? 

ANSWER: Very amply, chemotherapy is 
a form of cancer treatment that uses 
chemicals or drugs to hunt out cancer cells 
and stop them from multiplying. You see, 
cancer cells are different from normal cells 
because they don't know when to stop divid- 
ing. They grow and grow (forming a clump 
of cells railed a tumor) until they crowd out 
ail the normal cells and stop the affected 
organ from working properly. This original 
tumor also can shed cells that travel to other 
parts of the body and start new tumors 
(meiastases) which eventually cause a 
breakdown of the whole system. 

Given orally or injected into the muscles 
or veins, these drugs have one goal: to 
improve the quality of a patient’s file either 
by curing certain cancers or keeping the 
cancer under control for a long time. How 
long and how often medication is given, as 
well as the kindsof drugs chosen,dependson 
tile type of cancer the patient has. Usually 
the treatments are given in intervals with rest 
periodsinbetween. And, in some people, but 
not all, anti-cancer drugs can produce side 
effects. 


Actually, for many people, the fear of side 
effects is as great as concern as the disease 
itself. Yet most of the time, reactions to 
chemotherapy are reversible and temporary 
and may quickly disappear after treatment 
stops. Two of the most troublesome are 
gastrointestinal upsets and hair loss 
(alopecia). 

Because the mouth, stomach and intes- 
tines are lined with rapidly growing ceils ( 
just the kind of cells chemotherapy drugs 
like to attack!), some people find anticancer 
medications upset their insides, often caus- 
ing nausea ana vomiting. Generally, eating 
small, frequent meals and avoiding sweet, 
spicy or greasy foods will offer some relief. 
Also, there are several astinausea drugs 
which the doctor may prescribe. 

Hair loss is not so easy to deal with. The 
scalp too has rapidly dividing cells that may 
be affected by the chemotherapy. The only 
coinsolation is — it’s temporary. Some 
patients even report their new hair is silkier 
and thicker than before. 

Other possible complications are 
anaemia, bruising (due to low platelet count) 
and lowered resistance to colds and other 
infections. Skin rashes, muscle weakness. 


temporary fertility problems, as well as 
stress on the kidneys and emotional changes 
may occur. The important thing to remem- 
ber is everyone reacts differently to treat- 
ment. Knowing what could happen doesn't 
mean it will!

It has been on shaky finan- 
cial footing since the previous 
Tai-pan gambled and lost in 
pursuit of Lhe almighty Hong 
Kong dollar. Dunross’s plans 
for Struan's involve teaming up 
with American corporate buc- 
caneer Line Bartlett (Ben Mas- 
ters) and his associate, Casey 
Tcholok, played by beautiful 
Deborah Rafxin. 

Bartlett, who numbers dou- 
ble-dealing among his better 
business practices, also is 
negotiating with Quillan 
Gornt, Dunross’s business 
rival and bitterenemy. Gornt is 
played with enormous zest by 
John Rhys-Davjes and he's 
more fun to watch than 
anybody in the cast. 

Well, almost. Compulsive

Just take it on faith that Dun- 
ross one minute can be begging 
money from a Chinese gangster 
named four-fingered Wu, who 
carries a grudge against 
‘foreign devils’ and the next is 
able to pull millions out of a red 
Chinese former schoolmate. 

Along with the financial fin- 
agling, there is a catastrophic 
fire on a floating restaurant 
that adds excitement, as does 
the collapse of a skyscraper 
apartment house in a mudslide. 

There’s also a complication 
involving a half-coin. The Tai- 
pan must grant any favour the 
bearer of the coin fragment 


asks or else lose face, which in 
Hong Kong is even worse than 
losing your wallet.

EVER since Elizabeth II 
became Queen of England in 
1952, she has received hun- 
dreds of proposals from British

of jewellery from the roost daz- 
zling tiara down to the most 
trivial baubles, bangles and 
brooches. No, said the Queen, 
she thought not. Then four 
years ago writer Leslie Reid, a 
transplanted American, 
decided to test the royal resolve 
one more time. 

Field’s notion was to do a 
book using the private collec- 
tion (not to be confused with 
the Crown Jewels, worn by the 
Queen only on ceremonial 

occasions) to trace the his- 
torical continuity of the monar- 
“I knew from day one that 
this book would be Her Majes- 
ty’s scrapbook, saying, ‘Here’s 
Granny, here’s Mummy, here’s 
me — all wearing the same 
brooch,” she says. After send- 
ing her proposal to the palace. 
Field, 43, was told by a baffled 

E rcss secretary. “I don’t know 
ow, and 1 don’t know why, but 
the answer is yes.” 

The project consumed four 
difficult years of Field's life, 
and the result is the recently 
published The Queen’s Jewels 
(The Personal Collection of 
Elizabeth II), a lavishly illus- 
trated book about the history 
behind the Queen's private 
collection, which now includes 
more than 300 pieces. 

Of these, some 50 pieces — 
including the most valuable 
item in -the _ collection, the 
Cullman Lesser Stars of Africa 
diamond brooch — are worn 
by the Queen herself. 

She is free to do as she pleases 
with the entire, collection, 
including lending pieces or giv- 
ing them to friends or family 
such as Princess Anne or her 
tag-team daughters-in-law, 
Fergie and Di. So how much is 




all this sparkle worth? Field 
■won't hazard a guess. “The 
collection is irreplaceable and 
unique,” she says. 

Discretion 

That kind of discretion may 
be one reason Field got the 
assignment to do the book. She 
believes she got the royal nod 
mostly because of her family- 
scrapbook premise, but it hel- 
ped that she promised to do her 
own pictures and research. Her 
only stipulation was that the 
palace agree to make the 
corrections. Even so, the task 
proved daunting. For the first 
two years she buried herself in 
picture libraries and archives in 
London, totally neglecting her 
personal life. She sifted 
through 450,000 photographs, 
tracking rubies, sapphires, 
emeralds and diamonds. 

Later Field .worked out of 
Buckingham Palace. Royal 
etiquette forbids her from 
revealing whether she worked 
with the Queen herself. Correc- 
tions, she was told by the 
palace, would be made “by

someone who knows.” The 
comments of that knowing 
someone were usually terse and 
unrevealing. Entire sections of 
the book were returned to Field 
with only the word “no” scrib- 
bled in the margin. 

Her account of one brooch 
came back marked “no” nine 
times until Field figured out 
that her mistake was in saying 
tbe Queen had “borrowed” it 
from the Queen Mother. “They 
did not think it appropriate 
that Her Majesty would 
borrow something,” she 
explains. 

Other royal family members 
were more forthcoming. Field 
says Princess Diana was “won- 
derful and punctilious; she had 
her corrections done in one 
day.” Field does admit to hav- 
ing met Queen Elizabeth and 
describes her as a woman who 
“loves to laugh. When you tell 
her something funny, she 
throws her head back and just 
roars with laughter.” 


sentimental. She usually wears 
the same 30 pieces.” Her 
favourites include her diamond 
engagement ring, designed by 
Prince Philip, and the Kensing- 
ton bow brooch. Field's per- 
sonal favourite. 

Although she grew up in 
New York City, Field claims 
she was always an Anglophile. 
She graduated from the Tony 
Dalton School, skipped college 
and worked her way up to 
fashion editor at Glamour 
before emigrating to England 
in 1971. Field, who retains her 
American citizenship, is also a 
naturalised British citizen. “I 
thought God had made a mis- 
take that I wasn't born there 
and I had to fix it,” she explains. 

In London, Field eventually 
became the fashion editor of 
the Sunday Times. Then, in 
1978, she began a 2-year reign 
as the first woman, as well as the 
first foreigner, to head the 279- 
year-old Taller magazine. 
More British perhaps than 
most natives. Field has over the 


years become a fixture on tbe 
British society circuit. She has 
interviewed Prince Philip four 
times and has been an 
occasional guest at Buckin- 
gham Palace events. 

Since its publication. The 
Queen’s Jewels has received 
reviews almost as dazzling as 
the gems themselves. Neverthe- 
less, Field isn't sure that the 
ordeal was worth it. “I feel that 
I've thrown my life away, 1 have 
a lot of time to make up,” she 
says. The project was not easy. 
"Writing a royal book is like 
being a jockey in a horse race. 
They keep putting hurdles up, 
hoping I'd fall down and give 
up. But,** says Reid, “I’m very 
stubborn.” 

The palace would seem to 
agree. “Afterward I got a note 
from tbe Queen's office com- 
plimenting me for my very 
‘lerrierlike’ tenacity. So that is 
my reward.” she jokes, “to be 
called a dog by Buckingham 
Palace." 

As for her diligent Anglo- 
philia, it seems to have earned 
Field a title of her own. The 
Queen, she knows, refers to her 
as “the American.” “It 
means,” translates the proudly 
persistent Field, “that I’ve been 
a bother.”

IN life, Clark Gable certainly 
did gi vea damn about his image 
being used and abused by oth- 
ers for commercial gain. 

His son, Mr John Clark 
Gable, holds similiar views on 
the subject, and so, too, do the 
children of John Wayne, W. C. 
Fields, James Dean and other 
late Hollywood celebrities. 

They were in New York 
recently for legislative hearings 
on a Celebrity Rights Act pend- 
ing in the New York State Leg- 
islature. 

New York is the home of the 
Madison Avenue advertising 
industry and the. headquarters 
of many of Lhe firms that 
produce greeting cards using 
photographs of celebrities. 

Poachers, the relatives say. 
have been raking over the after- 
life of the famous for years, and 
the situation is getting worse. 

Gable's son arrival for the 
hearing clad in the same Wes- 
tern-style boots and corduroys 
his father wore in the 1961 film. 
The Misfits. 

“My father was the King of 
Hollywood, and people are 
capitalising on his name,'* he 
told the hearing. 

“Darn right I'm upset about 
seeing his image tarnished on 
greetings cards and T-shirts.”

and nothing else. 

Mr Fields said that despite 
bis grandfather's outlandish 
on-screen antics, he would not 
have posed for such a poster. 

“My grandfather expended a 

considerable amount of time, 
energy and money in develop- 
ing and promoting his talent 
and identity,” he said. 

“Without recognition of the 
right of publicity, poachers can 
unjustly enrich themselves by 
reaping where they have not 
sown.” 

Mr Michael Wayne, son of 
John, held up a cigarette adver- 
tisement featuring his father to 
demonstrate the need for the 
Celebrity Rights Bill. The 
advertisement, adapted for a 
hoarding in Spain, particularly 
irked the son because his father 
died of lung cancer. 

Other witnesses produced 
associated items, inducting a 
promotion for a Pope look- 
alike, who would go to parties 
and bless people. 

• There were some dissenters, 
'‘This Bill creates rights for an 
elite, based on bloodlines,” said 
Mr Richard Winfield, a lawyer 
for the publishers.

“Many of the clothes were 
very badly made. That’s why 
there is not much left over from 
the original era.

Duffer of St George not only 
stocks the traditional fashion 
tines — much of it suede — but 
has now recreated its own 
seven ties^look clothing, too. 

Barry adds: “We only 
specialise in quality gear, and 
the clothes we make fit much 
better. Try and get into some of 
the original clothes and it is 
physically impossible. The sizes 
just weren’t realistic and they 
were incredibly uncomfortable 
to wear.” 

But Barry, who plays in a 
seventies band called Dinah 
Brown and the Brothers, 
admits he hates the fashion 
himself. 

'‘It’s the music which is brin- 
ging back the fashion, but 1 
don't like it at all-. The music is 
great ... it is the sort of sound I 
grew up with. But the fashion 
is., ugh!’’ 

According to BarTy the latest 
craze in the super seventies is 
only just beginning. 

He explains: “It’s going to 
take off properly in the sum- 
mer, because it is much more a 
fashion for the summer.” 

What has amazed the fashion 
world is the fact that the seven- 
ties fashion has been revived by 
teenagers too young to have 
been a part of it in the fi rst place.

Moscow’s capitalist island

MOSCOW: On Moscow’s eas- 
tern side, beyong Taganka 
Square, is the Katitnikovsky 
Market, better known as just 
“the bird market". Doves, 
pigeons, parakeets, and roo- 
sters can all be purchased here, 
as can kittens, dogs, fish, and 
rabbits. On Sunday mornings 
it's a jam-packed island of 
capitalism that draws the 
curious, families in search of 
pets, and large number of 
sellers. 

Old and young women with 
kittens peaking out from their 
coats line the sidewalks leading 
to the market’s gates. One with 
a part-Siamese in her string bag 
gets a scolding from her neigh- 
bour for letting her kitten get 
cold. The latter then shows her 
how to button it up close to her 
chest. Another woman is hawk- 
ing a puppy with suspiciously 
big paws, with the clai m that, 
“he won't get too big, he's 
short-haired — there won’t be 
any mess.” 

In one corner, near the Kalit- 
nikovsky Cemetery, the first- 
class dog sellers gather. They 
have pure- bred terriers and 
borzois, photos of collie pup- 
pies with “good bloodlines,” 
and monstrous, sad-eyed 
creatures that look like Saint 
Bernards. The saleslady says 
they’re “Moscow Guard 
Dogs.” Pointing to the monster 
on her leash, she says reassurin- 
gly, “He only needs three litres 
of food a day, 400 grams of 
meat, and the rest kasha 
(gruel).” 

A month-old parakeet is 
going for 30 rubles, a 
homemade cage with a slide- 
out bottom for 25. “They’ll be 
talking in a month or so,” says 
the salesman. “Just put on a 
recording for an hour 
everyday.” 

Another salesman with 
brilliantly coloured patrols has 
put a sign up: “They will talk.” 
Yet another man has found a 
way to make a few rubles. He is 
selling mimeographed instruc- 
tions on the care of songbirds, 
including speech lessons. 

An elegant woman with two 
tiny Royal Siamese kittens is 
reluctant to be photographed. 
So is the rabbit salesman across 
the street, who has a row of 
cardboard boxes filled with dif- 
ferent breeds and colours. 

"No picture,” he jokes. 
“This is a military installa-

tion.” A pu ^-graduate 
student, he says in English that 
rabbit-breeding is his hobby. 
He admi ts to maki ng 200 rubles 
a month, just over the average 
monthly wage, from this pas- 
time. however. His rabbits are 
fat and healthy-looking. In the 
city, you can keep them on your 
balcony, he says — they won’t 
freeze. 

Inside its gates, the market 
has a semblance of order fish- 
sellers on one side, with a 
special row reserved for mem- 
bers of the Moscow Aquarium 
Club. On the other side are the 
dove and pigeon traders. There 
seem to be hundreds of them, 
and by midday the crowds get 
so dense that one can hardly 
move. 

In the late November cold, 
the aquarium owners keep tubs 
of hot water at hand, which 
they ladle onto their tropical 
fish to keep them from freezing. 
Among the crowd are men with 
trays of maggots and other 


larvae. As purveyors of fresh 
fish food, they appear to have a 
secure niche in the market. 

Dove and pigeon breeding 
seem to be popular hobbies. A 
man from Podolsk sells his pure 
white doves for five rubles 
apiece. He keeps them for 
pleasure, he says, just to see 
them flying through the forest. 
Among the golubyatniki (dove 
breeders) are Muscovites who 
keep their birds in dot-cotes 
outside their apartment build- 
ings. 

One young man wants me to 
buy a dove for my daughter to 
release, as a dove of peace. This 
offer echoes an old custom, the 
releasing of caged birds for 
religious menu a ritual some 
Russians still carry out at the 
grave of their relatives. The 
profit motive comes into play 
here, too: The birds are trained 
to return to their masters for 
another sale.

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US-Soviet 
grain pact 
talks to begin 
shortly 

WASHINGTON, March 6, 
(Reuter): The United States and 
Soviet Union will begin negotia- 
tions on March 1 1 onanew long- 
term grain agreement, the 
Reagan administration said yes- 
terday. 

US Agriculture Secretary 
Richard Lyng and special Trade 
Representative Clayton Yeutter 
said the negotiations would be 
held in Vienna. 

“We are optimistic we will be 
able to achieve another mutually 
beneficial agreement," the 
announcement by the US trade 
representative's office said. 

Alan Holmer, deputy US trade 
representative, will lead the US 
delegation. The team will also 
mcludeoffidaJsfrom theagricul- 
ture and state departments and 
other US trade officials. 

Agreement 

The current nonbinding five- 
year US-Soviet agreement 
expires on September 30 and calls 
for mi nimum yearly purchases of 
American grain by Moscow of 
nine milli on tonnes. 

“We look forward to our dis- 
cussions with the Soviets on a 
new US-Soviet long-term grain 
agreement. We expect the Vienna 
meeting to be the first step in the 
negotiating process," the 
announcement said. 

Lyng told reporters he hoped 
negotiations would reach a 
speedy conclusion, but analysts 
have cautioned that a new grain 
agreement might not be easy to 
conclude. 


Australian firm 
to buy more crude 
from Nigeria 

LAGOS, March 6, (Opecna): An 
Australian oil company, Ampol 
Limited, plans to expand its 
present crude oil purchase con- 
tract with Nigeria, an official of 
the company, Henry Irving, said 
here. 

Speaking at the opening of the 
company's office here, the 
official, who is also his com- 
pany's European representative, 
said Ampol was currently 
negotiating with the Nigerian 
National Petroleum" Corpora- 
tion (NNPC) on crude oil and 
products, refining, exploration 
and joint-venture investments. 

He said Ampol had lifted over 
$400 million worth of crude oil 
from Nigeria, adding that the

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ss Summary 


LONDON, March 6, (Reuter): 
Stock markets around the globe 
have been making their best rally 
since the crash of “Black Mon- 
day” October 19 but investors 
remain skittish and apt to shy, 
sell and take their profits at any 
whiff of bad news.

US strategy for tackling Third World debt still on course 


WASHINGTON, March 6, 
(Reuter): The Reagan adminis- 
tration, unshaken by the disap- 
pointing results of a Mexican 
debt-swap auction, is confident 
its strategy for tackling the Third 
World's 5i.2-triUion-debt is still 
on course. 

Far more significant than a 
tepid response to Mexico's offer 
to exchange higher-quality 
bonds for old bank loans, US 
officials argue, was a sudden 
decision by Brazil last month to 
cooperate with its creditors ins- 
tead of confront them. 

By .abandoning . a year-old 
payments moratorium, Brazil, 
the Third World’s largest debtor 
owing $113 billion, has debt 
strategy outlined by US Treasury 
Secretary Janies Baker in Seoul 
in October 1985, the officials say. 

Principles 

“I think the principles that 
underlie that debt strategy are 
every bit as valid today as they 
were then,” Baker told the Sen- 
ate Budget Committee on 
Friday. 

• The main principle was that 
banks and multilateral institu- 
tions like the World Bank would 


lend new money to nations will- 
ing to stay in the international 
fold and reform their economies 
along market lines. 

Peru tried to go it alone, limit- 
ing debt service payments to a 
percentage of its export reven- 
ues, and was ostracised. Now 
Brazil has tried a radical 
approach and failed as well. 

"1 think we’re making good 
progress when you see a country 
like Brazil that announced and 
pursued a debt moratorium for a 
period of time ... say that this was 
ihe.wroHgthmg todo.

Banks withdrew about $2 
billion of short-term credits in 
retaliation for the payments halt 
and refused to reschedule 
Brazil's old debts on easier terms, 
costing it hundreds of millions of 
dollars in extra interest last year. 

By softening the hard line of 
his predecessor, Carlos Luiz 
Bresser Pereira, new Brazilian 
Finance Minister Mailson 
Nobrega has been rewarded 
within weeks of taking office 
with $5.8 billion in new bank 
loans and generous debt- res- 


cheduling terms. 

The Reagan administration 
feels that, because of all the 
publicity given to Mexico, the 
importance of what has occurred 
in Brazil has not been recognised. 

“The significance of the Brazil 
turnaround has been lost in the 
shuffle,” a senior . US official 
said. “It's just a basic sea-change 
in their attitude down there.” 

But the official, who declined 
to be identified, was fairly sure 
the lesson would not be lost on 
Argentina, which has at times 
hinted might be forced to curtail 
payments on its $53-billion-debt 
unless its' creditors' ^wre^iaord 
lenient. 

He expressed confidence that 
Argentina, which received a 
$550-million-bridge loan from 
the US Treasury last month, 
would not now declare a 
payments moratorium. 

“Argentina is working very 
closely now with the (Inter- 
national Monetary) Fund to 
come up with a substantial and 
meaningful new programme." 
the official noted. 

Amid this progress, the United 
States can afford to put a brave 


face on the results of the Mexican 
auction. 

“I, for one, would not be so 
quick to condemn it as a failure,” 
Baker said. “I think at the very 
least it will serve as an additional 
menu item that we can utilise in 
the future.” 

In the auction, Mexico invited 
banks to tender their $53 billion 
of loans at a discount in return 
for higher-yielding new bonds 
secured by zero-coupon US 
government securities that it 
would buy with its foreign- 
exchange reserves. 

It hoped banks would offerto 
swanks Tii 0£h as $20 bQBoiiW 
loans for as little as 50 cents on 
the dollar. 

But the finance ministry 
announced on Thursday that it 
had received only $6.7 billion in 
bids and had accepted only 3.67 
billion of them at an average dis- 
count of 30 per cent 

As a result, once Mexico has 
issued the new bonds, the 
nation’s debt will be pared by 
only $1.1 billion and not by the 
1 0 billion it had hoped. 

No other country has approa- 
ched the -jreasuiy yet to seek help 


in arran g in g a similar scheme, 
US officials said. 

But Baker told the Senate that 
the bonds-for-Ioans swap had 
never been intended to cure the 
debt crisis at a stroke. 

Only a gradual case-by-case 
approach would work, he insis- 
ted, not the “global solutions” - 
such as the plan offered last week 
by American Express Co chair- 
man James Robinson. 

He proposed an international 
agency to buy banks' Third 
World loans at a discount and 
pass the savings to developing 
countries. ;

“We don't think that has much 
merit. It puts the solution 
squarely on the backs of tax- 
payers in the creditor countries. 
They would have to fund the

If we had the money, a Marshall 
plan to solve the Third World 
debt problem would be a great 
idea, but .we don’t have the 
money.” he added. 


New Soviet law would greatly 
expand private enterprise 


Japanese stock market 
continues to rebound 


MOSCOW, March 6, (AP): The 
government yesterday took steps 
to open the door to greatly 
expanded private enterprise, 
proposing to encourage all-out 
competition with state-run 
businesses and allow contact 
with foreign companies. 

The new draft law, which will 
need the approval of parliament, 
the Supreme Soviet, was "spla- 
shed over four pages of the 
government newspaper Izvestia. 

Although it appears to greatly 
expand opportunities for private 
enterprises, called cooperatives, 
the Jaw appears to do little to cut 
the red tape that has stifled some 
prospective entrepreneurs. 

Still, it opens the field. 

“A cooperative has the right to 
engage in any activity except 
those which are illegal,” the 
preamble states. 

Since becoming Communist 
Party chief three years ago this 
month. Mikhail S Gorbachev 
has encouraged more private 
initiative to stimulate the slugg- 
ish and cumbersome state-run 
economy and to produce goods 


that traditional channels cannot 
supply in adequate quantity or 
quality, especially consumer 
items and services. 

The reforms have been 
implemented gradually. The 
Supreme Soviet passed a law on 
what was called “individual 
labour activity” in November 
1986 and it took effect May 1, 
1987. The government's council 
of minis ters issued decrees on 
cooperative enterprise in 
February 1987. 

Gorbachev acknowledged 
that those regulations were 
limited, disclosing in mid-Jan- 
uary that only 1 3,000 co-ops had 
been established and that more 
than 300,000 people were work- 
ing for themselves. 

Among the co-ops that have 
sprung up are restaurants and 
firms that produce plastic beach 
shoes. Others provide services, 
such as taxis and apartment 
repair. 

The proposed draft law fine- 
tunes the regulations and adds 
these features: 

— It allows cooperatives to con- 


duct business with foreign com- 
panies and to receive hard 
currency as payment. It 
specifically mentions the pos- 
sibility of exporting and import- 
ing, previously reserved only for 
state-run enterprises. 

— It allows cooperatives to hire 
consultants, who must do their 
work in spare time outside their 
regular government jobs. 

— It gives cooperatives the right 
to own property such as build- 
ings. 

— It contains guarantees against 
government interference in the 
running of cooperatives except 
to maintain law and order. 

— It provides for prospective 
cooperatives to appeal govern- 
mental rejection of their applica- 
tions to start a business. 

— It allows state-run enterprises 
to become members of 
cooperatives. 

A key thrust of the law is 
improving the choice and 
availability of consumer goods 
and services, although the state is 
still referred to as. maintaining 
.the “leading role.” 


TOKYO, March 6, (Kuna): The 
stock market here continued 
rebounding today where the bull- 
ish market echoed a fine perfor- 
mance of the Japanese economy 
and improvement of earnings of 
private investors and trading 
firms, although caution is being 
exercised, financial analysts said. 

Experts, however, showed 
some reservations over the latest 
stock market rally, saying the 
stock market is closely related to 
the foreign exchange market 

The US Monetary authorities 
have been increasing their 
intervention in the exchange 
market as they fear further weak- 
ening of the dollar, which might 
cause another drop of share 
prices of Wall Street, some 
experts pointed out. 

Indications are the United 
States tends toward tolerating 
the dollar's decline to a certain 
level. A report from New York 
quoted Martin Feldstein, former 
chairman of the American 
President’s Council of Economic 
Advisers as saying “let the green- 
lock fall, as it is still too high to 
shrink trade balance.” 

Despite the continued rise in 


share prices here, experts referred 
to the “repatriation of funds aris- 
ing from non-resident sell-offs of 
Japanese shares in the wake of 
the Black Monday stock market 
crash in Wall Street as leading to 
the doliar-buying moves on the 
exchange markets.” 

If non-resident investors 
scramble for Japanese stocks, 
they first sell off dollars to pur- 
chase stocks, applying pressure 
on the dollar to weaken on the 
exchange market, they said. 

Performance 

Share prices in the US are not 
likely to go up so much from the 
present level in the coming few 
weeks, in view of the recent per- 
formance of the American econ- 
omy, most experts believe. 

They also said that if funds 
raised from an upsurge of share 
prices should change hands for 
speculative purposes, there 
would arise a danger of another 
Black Monday in the offing. 

Foreign observers are of the 
opinion that the stocks will con- 
tinue improving here, reflecting 
Japan's economic recovery, even 
though fears are entertained in 
the US of a posable recession.

Expected UK tax cuts may give boost to equity markets 


THERE were a number of data 
releases this week, . the most 
important of which were the 
leading indicators and the unem- 

f jloyment and non-farm payroll 
igures. 

Although the decline in the 
leading indicators appeared to. 
confirm the expected slowdown 
in the US economy, the upward 
revision of the December figure 
caused the bond and equity 
markets to react calmly and by 
cancelling the three consecutive 
month decline, lessened fears of a 
recession this year. 

Home sales, factory orders 
and construction spendingall fell 
but the net effect on the dollar 


was broadly neutral and no 
definite trend could be establi- 
shed particularly in view of the 
better than anticipated non-farm 
payroll figures, according to 
National Bank of Kuwait's 
. weekly market report. 

Construction spending fell 2.9 
per cent in January. This figure 
represents an $11.6 billion 
decline in construction spending 
to a seasonally adjusted rate of 
$395.2 billion. This was the lar- 
gest drop since March when it fell 
3.3 per cent This figure was 
worse than expected as the 
market anticipated a 0.2 percent 
drop. 

Leading indicators fell 0.6 per 


cent in January after rising a rev- 
ised0.3 percent in December and 
falling a revised 1.1 per cent in 
November. 

Home sales fell 9 per cent in 
January to a seasonally adjusted 
.annual rate of 535,000 units foll- 
owing a revised decrease in 
December of 6.S per cent. This 
was the lowest rale since Decem- 
ber 1982 and was a much greater 
fall than the 1 per cent market 
forecast. 

Decline 

Factory orders fell 0.6 per cent 
in January to a seasonally adjus- 
ted $212.57 bilUon. The market 
had anticipated a slightly higher 
fall of 1 -3 per cent. Most of the 


decline was due to lower orders 
for transportation equipment 
and primary metals. . 

Unemployment dropped to 
5.7 per cent in February from 5.8 
per cent in January. This was 
lower than the market expecta- 
tion of 5.9 per cent. 

Non-farm payrolls increased 
by 53 1,000 in February after ris- 
ing a revised 1 74,000 in January. 
This was a far higher figure than 
the 1 60,000 increase forecast. 

The forthcoming week is likely 
to be characterised by another 
period of stability. Greenspan's 
recent testimonial suggests that 
the Federal Reserve is happy 
about the present policy and 


therefore little immediate change 
is expected. 

On balance, Indicators con- 
tinue to give a mixed outlook 
with the better ’than expected 
employment numbers countered 
by declines elsewhere.

This has prompted shipping 
agents to demand protection for 
their vessels in the Gulf which 
according to Tonsberg will not 
materialise. 

Ho wever be is at pains to pobt 
out that all cargo sent to Kuwait 
did arrive m the country. 

Conditions 

Peter Wakely, who takes over 
from Tonsbcrjt', said the Gulf 
commercial shipping has adap- 
ted reasonably well to the 

adverse conditions. Wakely said 
Saudi Arabia, where he served 
for nine years, diverted a lot of its 
maritime traffic to Jeddah on the 
Red Sea which caused a severe 
drop in trade in Dammam. 

Both experts noted that future 
prospects could be promising. 
Nothing will help the shipping 
business more than an end to the 
Iraq-lran war, they say. 

It is widely believed that Iraqi 
ports will be out of function for at 
least two years after the war and 
Kuwait can handle the Iraq and 
possibly even some of Iran 
bound trade during that and sub- 
sequent periods. 

But Tonsberg and Wakley 
note some other positive prosp- 
ects. Among those is a general 
increase in the commercial ship- 
ping activity worldwide. 

“There is generally more cargo 
movement, the world trade is 
picking up and so are the freight 
rates" said T onsberg.

Experts 
say that if deals keep entering the 
pipeline as fast as they have been, 
the record will easily be passed. 

Capital • 

“My guess is that it will con- 
tinue,” said John Perkowski, 
head of investment banking at 
finance house Paipewebber 
Group Inc. "There's ah awful lot 
of capital -out .there." 

Analysts say that US corpora- 
lions.are flush with cash or in a 
position to borrow to make 
strategic acquisitions. 

One merger chief also says that 
many corporate raiders and tak- 
eover specu tutors have been slay- 
ing on - the sidelines since the 
October 1 9 stock market crash. 

, The mere presence of those 


raiders, by artificially driving up 
the price of stock, had tended to 
keep companies that simply wan- 
ted to buy another firm or merge 
in order to develop their business 
from embarking on deals, he 
said 

Raiders 

“It’s a little more level playing 
field for corporate buyers,” says 
a senior merger chief, who 
requested anonymity. “They no 
longer have to compete with 
professional raiders and bust-up 
acquirers.” 

A more important factor is a 
favourable economic outlook. 
Many US corporations, having 
accumulated cash in a long 
period of slow but steady econ- 
omic growth, see the current 
climate favouring acquisitions, 
especially to build up businesses 
in which they already operate. 

Value 

Robert Willard, head of mer- 
gers and acquiritions.at brok- 
erage Prudential-Bache 
Securities, says that immediately 
after the October crash there was 
concern about whether there was 
a new risk of a recession. But 
now, he says, economic worries 
have receded while stock prices 


have recovered only partially. 

Robert Willens, an accounting 
specialist at Shearson Lehman 
Brothers Inc, says that many 
stocks are trading at 50 to 60 per 
cent of a company’s private 
market value. “You’re buying 
one dollar’s worth of assets for 50 
cents or 60 cents,” he said. 

Another impetus, Willens 
says, is the perception that 
“antitrust policies of this admin- 
istration have been rather len- 
ient” and a new administration 
in 1989, whether Democrat or 
Republican, may not be as flexi- 
ble. 

“The enforcement of anti- 
trust laws has been extremely lax, 
to say the least , under this admin- 
istration,” said Michael Metz, 
analyst at Oppenhehner and Co. 
The possibility that a new, 
tougher administration will 
replace the Reagan crew 
encourages companies to com- 
plete deals this year. 

Buyers 

At the beginning of this year, 
several analysis predicted a rash 
of foreign buyers as European 
and Japanese firms took advan- 
tage not only of lower stock 
prices but also the lower dollar in 


relation to their own currencies. 

F Hoffmann- La Roche Und 
Co AG of Switzerland got the 
ball rolling in the first week of 
1988 with a hostile bid for Ster- 
ling Drug Inc. But Sterling found 
a friendly “white knight” East- 
man Kodak Co., which paid $5. 1 
billion for it. 

Selective 

According to Willard of 
Prudential-Bache, foreign 
buyers are more selective beca use 
they focus more on energy — 
buying firms that fit strategically 
with their own, than US counter- 
parts. 

“They tend to buy those busin- 
esses they feel comfortable man- 
aging from a distance,” he said. 

Another possible explanation 
for the relatively slow pace of 
foreign takeovers is that the 
rebuff of Roche by Sterling may 
have caused some other buyers to 
hesitate.

Japanese firms face rising challenge 


TOKYO, March 6, (Reuter): 
Japanese firms face a rising 
challenge at home and abroad 
from competitors in the newly 
industrialising nations of Asia. 

Many firms say products such 
as colour televisions, video tape 
recorders and cars produced in 
South Korea, Taiwan. Sin- 
gapore and Hong Kong — Asia’s 
“little dragons" — are as good as 
Japanese equivalents. 

“It is only a matter of time 
before the Asian NICs (NewJy 
Industrialising Countries) catch 
up with Japan in many of the 
existing businesses in domestic 
and overseas markets.” said 
Shinji Oshita. a spokesman for 
Sharp, a top electronics maker. 

To maintain a competitive 
edge against the NIC challenge 
and a steadily rising yen. Japan- 
ese firms have been shining 
production abroad in recent 
years, particularly to the NICs. 
.Wages 

But rising wages in those 
nations are now forcing Japanese 
firms to look increasingly to less- 
developed Asian countries for 
new factory development, econ- 
omists say, 

Japan's direct investment in 
Thailand and Malaysia in the 


fiscal year ending March 1987 
jumped two-and-a-half times 
over the previous year, according 
to the Japan External Trade 
Organisation, a semi-official 
trade promotion agency. 

“Even NICs now consider 
their labour costs high, and firms 
in some NICs are paying atten- 
tion to other Asian nations as a 
place for production." said 
Toshio Yamazaki, an economist 
at the Bank of Tokyo. 

Survey 

About 40 per cent of Japanese 
firms polled in a recent survey 
said they had either withdrawn 
products or lost some market 
share overseas as a result of NIC 
rivalry. 

In the domestic market, 14 per 
cent of companies surveyed said 
they had lost market share to 
NIC competitors and 34 per cent 
expressed concern about losing 
ground in lhe near future. 

But Hironori Kondo of lhe 
Osaka Chamber of Commerce, 
which conducted the survey, said 
Japanese firms appeared to be 
covering losses by marketing 
new, more sophisticated 
products. 

“The key lo survival for. 
Japanese firms against N iCs is to 


constantly upgrade their tech- 
nology so as to be always ahead 
on quality," said Hiroshi Hirose 
of Sumitomo Chemical Co. 
which is faring competition in 
synthetic resins and other goods. 

Product 

But about‘60 per cent of firms 
polled in the survey said they 
thought they were superior to 
companies in the NICs in their 
ability to develop new tech- 
nology and product lines. 

One example is a self-deodor- 
ising refrigerator, first marketed 
in Japan last year. “NICs may 
not find suchaproduct necessary 
for the moment” Sharp's Oshita 
said. 

Companies in ihe NICs. by 
contrast, are still concentrating 
on mastering new technology 
and have not yet turned their 
attention to developing new 
products, the economists said. 

When they do. the Japanese 
will be under even greater pres- 
sure to move up market and slay 
ahead on technology. 

The process is already well 
advanced in the field of textiles. 

Japan's trade of textile 
products with three of the NICs 
— South Korea. Taiwan and 
Hong Kong —expanded sharply 


in 1 987 with imports rising 63 per 
cent and exports to these coun- 
tries up 13.9 per cent, official 
figures show. 

Japan is exporting more high 
quality textile materials used by 
companies in the NICs lo 
produce lower-priced garments 
which in turn are shipped lo 
Japan and to other industrial 
countries, a Japanese textile 
executive said.

TUNIS. March 6, (Kuna):

Weller tames Maillot to 
become champion 


KARLS RUHE, West Germany, 
March 6, (Reuter): Rene Weller 
of West Germany won the 
European lightweight boxing 
title before an adoring crowd yes- 
terday, defeating French cham- 
pion Jose Maillot on points. 

But Weller, 34, who earlier 
declared that this was to be his 
last international fight, disap- 
pointed fans who had hoped for a 
memorable final performance. 

Former European titieholder 
Gerd Jacobsen of Denmark —

back injury last month and was 
stripped of his title for failing to 
meet an official challengerwithin 
the specified six-month period. 

Maillol, making his first 
challenge for the European title, 
proved a much tougher oppon- 
ent than Weller appeared to have 
reckoned with. 

The 31 -year-old Frenchman 
gave Weller plenty of trouble 
with a seemingly infinite capacity 


for absorbing blows, and fast, 
low attacks that made themost of 
his smaller, more compact frame. 

Maillot overcame an initial 
nervousness and a first-round 
knockdown to inflict plenty of 
damage on Weller. 

In the eighth, ninth, and tenth 
rounds, he succeeded in forcing 
the West German onto the ropes 
with a powerful volley of blows. 
With Weller looking increasingly 
tired. Maillot suddenly seemed to 
be in with a chance. 

But in the end. Weller’s sheer 
weight of experience - he has 
fought 45 professional bouts and 
lost only one — proved derisive. 

After some lacklustre initial 
rounds, he set the 3,000 crowd 
afire in round seven, with a series 
ofstrong double jabs to Maillot's 
head. 

Although the Frenchman 
fought back bravely, he never 
succeeded in penetrating 
Weller’s defences well enough for 
a really telling blow.

to compete for the America's

Cup against a contender from the 


trophy holders, the San Diego 
Yacht Club. 

Fay said he expected the vessel 
to be sailing in San Diego waters 
by the end of May. 

San Diego said last mon Lh that 
the America's Cup races would 
be held off Long Beach in San 
Pedro Bay on September 4 and 
that its entry would be a multi- 
hull catamaran. - 

“Don’t expect me to go meekly 
to San Pedro and sail the 
America's Cup against a multi- 
hull,” Fay said. He added that 
the San Diego Yacht Club could 
forfeit the Cup if it did not 
negotiate agreeable terms. 

"I might be definitely right or I 
might be definitely wrong, but 
I'll definitely give them one hell 
of a match." said Fay. 

Fay made no apology for 
rejecting proposals to put back 
the September sailing date, even 
though British Cup veteran Peter 
de Savary, who wants to be able 
to challenge for the Cup, and the 
Royal Burnham Yacht Club 
have taken the matter to court. 

“I took my chances, and right 
now I’m ahead. Am I going to
